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CHEMICAL FIXED PRICES—A STUDY 
IN EXACTED QUOTATION DECLINES 


UNDER FEDERAL AUSPICES. 





Since the inauguration of the policy of price-fixing 
upon essential commodities as a war-time necessity 
there has been more or less lack of knowledge upon 
the part of the general consumer as to just what the 
Government has declared a proper price and as to 
how the materials shall be allocated or distributed. 
This ignorance has not been due so much to lack 
of definite knowledge to be obtained from the proper 
sources as to the attitude of members of War Service 
Committees and of subordinates at Washington who 
were feartul of saying too much, and oftentimes said 
too little. There has been up to the present a ten- 
dency toward too great secrecy regarding policies 
and prices which were meant to be common knowl- 
edge among those in any manner interested. 

The early hit-or-miss method of disseminating 
price-change information has now been superseded 
by a business-like wholesale group price bulletin 
issued by the Price Section of the War Industries. 
Board, which {s supplemented by a series of price- 
fixing bulletins, so-called, which designate which of | 
the commodities have been regulated, the dates of 
original control, the agency and method of regula- 
tion and the prices fixed. 

Readers of the Reporter are familiar with the 
method of announcing three months prices on pe-. 
troleum products for export, sulphuric and nitric 
acids, etc., such prices holding for the full period, 
then to be revised either up or down, as the exi- 
gencies of the case seem to demand. 


The chemical group, under exact price regulation, 
at the present time includes such important com- 
modities as acetate of lime, acetone, acetic acid, 28 
per cent., in barrels; acetic acid, glacial, 9914 per 
cent., in carboys; acetic anhydride; alcohol, wood, re- 
fined, 95 per cent.; alcohol, wood, refined, 97 per 
cent.; alcohol, wood, refined, pure methyl; alcohol, 
wood, crude; ammofia, anhydrous; ammonia sul- 
phate, domestic, prompt shipment; aqua ammonia, 20 
degrees, in drums; brimstone, crude, domestic, form- 
aldehyde, 40 per cent.; methyl acetone; nitric acid, 
42.degrees; pyrites (not price-fixed, but regulated by 
government supervision and competition with the sul- 
phur market) ; soda nitrate, 95 per cent.; sulphuric 
acid, 66 degrees. 

The action of the Government and the reasons 
for price-fixing were generally similar. In the case 
of acetate of lime, a product of the destructive dis- 
tillation of hard wood, the price started upward at 
the outbreak of the war in 1914, and reached its 
apex during the first half of 1916. Following our 
declaration of war, the price moved upward till De- 
cember, when the industry passed under the control 
of the Government, which commandeered all wood 
chemicals for a period of six months and fixed their 
Prices at a much lower level. The course of wood 
alcohol was similar, with a maximum of 90 cents in 
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November, 1917. 
the Government fixed a 50-cent price, which is still 
maintained for the crude grade. 


The ammonia price record differs somewhat from 
that of wood alcohol in that the price continued to 
rise after the Government regulation went into effect 
in November, 1917, following the allocation of out- 
put and the establishment of a maximum price. The 
reason for the increase is to be found in the fact 
that the quotations established were producer prices 
and that the dealer quotations were still influenced 
by supply and demand. 

The application of Federal regulation to the 
nitrate of soda market again differed in essentials 
from methods employed in other commodities. The 
price reached its high mark in November, 1917, 
when speculation was curtailed by the appointment 
of a central government purchasing board, with the 
result that the price touched a lower level. Since 
the beginning of 1918 the Government has been in 
control of the nitrate market of the country. 

Sulphuric acid, nominally absorbed in large meas- 
ure by the fertilizer industry, has been a war com- 
modity in insistent demand, with the result that when 
the United States entered the war prices began to 
climb, and reached a maximum in March of this 
year. In June the Government fixed a price ef- 
fective for three months, and the price is lower today 
than at any time since September, 1915. 

It will thus be seen that several methods are util- 
ized by the Government in effecting price regula- 
tion, while some of the most important have not been 
touched upon—the control of ekports and imports, 
the allocation of commodities to essential industries 
and the elimination of non-essentials consumption, 
which, together with freight priority movement in 
the hands of the Government also, has exercised a 
constant check upon speculation—in fact, has vir- 
tually eliminated this factor in normal markets— 
and kept quotations within reason and in relation to 


the amounts of commodities available for distribution 


and consumption.

VARNISH GUM COMMITTEE FOR WAR 
SERVICE ORGANIZED FOLLOWING 
NEW ALLOCATION REGULATIONS. 





Just as the control of the imports of shellac into 
this country and its distribution to consumers here 
is regulated by the Shellac Importers’ Association 
in conjunction with the War Trade Board, so the 
importation and handling of other varnish gums is 
to be under the virtual control of a new War Service 
Committee, that of the War Service Committee of 
the Varnish Gum and Oil Trade. 

This committee was appointed within a short time 
as a result of a meeting of the varnish gum and oil 
trades, and it will act in an advisory capacity to the 
War Trade Board in the consideration of such ques- 


“tions as the proper amounts of importations of var- 


nish gums, their allocation after receipt, and similar 
problems arising out of war-time conditions. 

The necessity of the appointment of such a com- 
mittee was immeditaely apparent to the trade when, 
under ruling No. 254 of the War Trade Board, the 
importation into the United States of varnish gums 
from the East was restricted to shipments made after 
October 10, 1918, at which time all outstanding 
licenses were revoked and all imports of these im- 
portant commodities were placed under a strict 
licensing system, just as is the case of shellac and 
other materials. These committees have become an 
essential factor of present-day business life, in that 
they act as a clearing house or information bureau 
which receives the mandates or suggestions of the 
Government and then treats with the importers and 
the Government, adjusting technical points and 
bringing to the aid of the Government the technical 
knowledge requisite to a full understanding of trade 
conditions, thus doing away with arbitrary Federal 
rulings which, through lack of exact knowledge, 
might create unnecessary hardship. 

The committee of the varnish gum industry just 
named is made up of S. H. Gillespie, chairman; 
E. H. Patterson, secretary; O. G. Innes and George 
S. Knapp. Its work began almost immediately 
after its appointment, when, following the instruc- 
tions of the Paint and Pigment Section of the War

Industries Board, it began circulating a questionnaire 
which sought definite information as to stocks, re- 
Guirements and contracts for kauri gum. This in- 
formation will be made the basis of the proposed 
allocation of this gum to consumers in this country, 
and the committee is planning to confer with the 
War Trade Board at Washington this week and 
allocate the amounts of this gum permissible to im- 
port under the new ruling. 


It is an interesting sidelight upon the status and 
the semi-authority of such committees to note that 
the War Industries Board has notified the U. S. 
Shellac Importers’ Association that sales of less 
than one case of gum shellac or 50 pounds of 
bleached shellac or five gallons of shellac varnish 
need not be included in the comprehensive records 
of shellac sales requisite under the recent shellac 
regulation. Such minimum orders, however, can- 
not be duplicated to any one party within 30 days. 
This emendation eliminates a vast amount of un- 
necessary bookkeeping. 


With imports of so many commodities cut to the 
lowest possible terms, the provision of such com- 
mittees as that of the varnish gum importers at least 
insures intelligent distribution of the amount of prod- 
ucts allowed to enter the country—at the same time 
removing the commodity from all speculative in- 
fluence by exactly controlling its fiscal destination and 
use.

MEMBERSHIP AND IN IMPORTANCE, 





After an honored and honorable career of 44 
years, seven of which were under another title as 
the Western Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
the N. W. D. A. is approaching its 50th anniver- 
sary with new strength, new blood and new incen- 
tives to achievement. In many respects the recent 
convention of this association in this city was one 
of the most important and most constructive ever 
held by this representative body of drug men. 

The work done was something more than mere 
formal acquiescence in prepared reports—a timely 
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spirit of business reorganization and centralization better been left interred. Twenty years ago there 
was no attempt to define what constituted unfair 


practices in business on the scale inaugurated since 
Two years ago it was not a crime 
to present a customer with a dinner or a cigar—to- 
day the Federal Trade Commission holds to the 
countrary, the precedent of years notwithstanding. 
But the charges against the N. W. D. A. have 
been based upon something more definite. 
Federal Trade Commission, under Section 5 of the 
act creating it, is made the criterion as to what con- 
stitutes “‘unfair methods of competition in com- 
merce,” yet the published charges against the 
N. W. D. A. have been so general in allegations 
d so at variance with the 
admittedly open and aboveboard practices of the 
association since the so-called Indianapolis decision 
which settled the question of price maintenance, as

LAUREN J. DRAKE. 


A bulletin dispatch to the effect that 
Lauren J. Drake, president of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana since the 
death in August of the late president, 
William P. Cowan, gave the bare details 
of Mr. Drake's death. 

He had been ill with pneumonia, follow- 
ing the influenza, and was confined to his 
bed but a few days. The funeral was held 
at the family residence, Drexel Boulevard, 
East Orange, N. J. 

Lauren J. Drake was born January 29, 
1842, in Concord, Erie County, New York. 
His parents, who had moved from Con- 
necticut to the shores of Lake Erie, were 
of good old English stock. They sent their 
son to the district schools of Buffalo and 
to Springville academy. After leaving 
school the young man was employed for a 
few years in a grocery establishment in 
Buffalo, and there he acquired the basis 
of that knowledge of commercial condi- 
tions which proved of inestimable value 
later in his successful career. 

When 22 years of age Mr. Drake went 
into the “oil country,” as the Pennsylva- 
nia flelds were called. For 10 years suc- 


ceeding he was a conductor on the Oil 
Creek railroad. In 1875 he went to Keo- 
kuk, Ia., where he established a bulk sta- 
tion for handling oil. He remained at 
Keokuk until 1885, when he removed to 
Omaha, Neb., to become general manager 
for the Consolidated Tank Lines). Com- 
pany. In this capacity he served until 
1896, when he went to Chicago as general 
manager for the Standard Oil Company 
of all the business of the nine States 
which comprised the Standard Oil Com- 
any of Indiana. 
. in 1902 Mr. Drake was called to the 
main office of the Standard Oil Company, 
26 Broadway, New York City. In Febru- 
ary, 1911, he was elected to the directo- 
rate of the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey and of the Standard Oil Company 
of New York. He was also vice president 
and director of the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana and of the Galena _Signal Oil 
Company. In March, 1911, Mr. Drake 
was elected to the presidency of the 
Standard Oil Company of Kentucky. 

On May 13, 1896, he was married in 
Cleveland, O., to Miss Frances Lavina 
Ford. Surviving children are: Mrs. Louis 
D. Miller, of Buffalo, N. Y.; Lauren J. 
Drake, Jr., in charge of the Washington, 
D. C., department of the Galena-Signal

PRIORITY REGULATION. 


Manufacturers, Jobbers and Exporters 
Confer at Hotel Astor With 
Federal Experts. 


At a meeting of manufacturers, jobbers 
and exporters held on Wednesday at the 
Hotel Astor, New York, questions of 
priority regulation were discussed by vari- 
ous speakers who had been invited to ex- 
plain pressing problems by the Mer- 
chants’ Association, under whose auspices 
the meeting took place. William Fellowes 
Morgan, President of the association and 
Regional Advisor of the district, presided, 
and introduced Charles K. Foster, Vice- 
Chairman of the Priorities Committee, 
Federal War Industries Board, and Mau- 
rice Hirsch, Secretary of the Priorities 
Division of that board. 

Outlines of the government’s preference 
and priority plans were given by both 
representatives, and questions affecting 
large and small enterprises were submit- 
ted to them by a number of those in at- 
tendance and on behalf of widely diversi- 
fied industries. 

The most interesting part of the meet- 
ing began when it was announced that 
Mr. Hirsch would be pleased to answer 
questions. 

In answer to one, Mr. Hirsch made 
plain that the government does not issue 
priority on certain materials, chemicals 
included. The Chemical Division of the 
Department of Agriculture was recom- 
mended for the adjustment desired, the 
Priorities Committee not having juris- 
diction unless the situation is an, unusual 
one, and taken from the Chemidal Divi- 
sion.

Mr. Lavanburg has personally equipped 
the home and is now prepared to give 
seventy-five to one hundred men (sol- 
diers, sailors and marines) a bed, coffee 
and rolls for 25c. each, and these facilities 
will be augmented very shortly. He will 
also maintain a free reading and writing 
room and entertainments at night in a 
large assembly room facing Stuyvesant 
Park. 

Mr. Lavanburg will be assisted in the 
management by Mrs. Oscan S. Straus, 
Mrs. Roger W. Straus and by Miss Ada 
Loewy, one of the social workers. He is 
the president of Fred L. Lavanburg, 
manufacturer of dry colors, and is well 
known the country over.

DRUG “ADDICT”

Army Rejection Ratio op 
This Account but One 
in 2,500. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918 


Referring to statistics recently made 
public by Representative Henry 7 
Rainey, of Illinois, chairman of the §pe. 
cial Narcotics Committee, appointed by 
Secretary McAdoo, and ranking member 
of the Ways and Means Committee, re. 
garding drug addicts discovered by the 
draft and on the number of drug vie. 
tims throughout the country, the War 
Department has authorized the following 
statement:— 

“In order to counteract the misch'ey. 
ous effect of current rumors concerning 
the number of drug addicts in the army 
and in the population at large a report 
made to the Military Intelligence Branch 
of the War Department by the office of 
the Surgeon General is made public, 

“Statements that at least 1,500.00 per- 
sons in the United States are drug ad. 
dicts; that 1,000,000 such persons are 
known in their respective communities: 
and that in New York alone the number 
of drug addicts between the former draft 
ages of twenty-one and thirty-one was 
estimated at 200,000 have been current, It 
has also been said /that men included jn 
the draft subsequently develop the drug 
habit in order to avoid military service, 

“The records of the Surgeon General's 
office show that of a total of 990,592 men 
examined in the draft up to December 
51, 1917, a total of 403 were rejected for 
drug addiction. To these men may be 
added 76 men discharged for drug addic- 
ton after induction and enlistment in the 
service. The latter number includes Na- 
tional Guard, National Army and Regu- 
lars. From the figures given it may be 
said that there is no evidence in the pos- 
session of the War Department to show 
that there is an excessive use of drugs 
bv enlisted men and officers of the army. 
The ratio of rejections from the draft 
represents one rejection in about 2 
men.”’

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Fourth Liberty Loan Trades Committees Reach Quotas 


Chemical and Allied Body 
Exceeds Its Stint on 
Thursday. 


PAINT AND VARNISH 
COMMITTEE WORKS HARD 


The Fourth Liberty Loan, Committee 
representing the paint, oil, varnish and 
allied trades had a_ very’ successful 
luncheon at the Drug and Chemical Club 
Wednesday at 12:30 p. m. g 

Addresses were made to the committee 
by Mr. Craig Colgate, vice-chairman of 
the Central Liberty Loan organization, 
and by Mr. Sachs, the advisory member 
of the Central Liberty Loan organization, 
who represents the Paint, Oil, Varnish 
and Allied Trades Committee on that 
committee. 

Subscriptions were received at the 
luncheon amounting to $1,074,750. The 
previous total reported was $5,107,300 
making the total subscriptions reported 
to October 16 $6,182,050. 

During the 17th and 18th additional 
subscriptions were received amounting to 
$1,408,300, making the total subscriptions 
rece.ved up until October 18 $7,590,350. 
Saturday morning subscriptions brought 
the total to $7,829,800. 

There has been an increase in the num- 
ber of subscribers of about 60 per cent., 
as compared with the Third Liberty Loan, 
with an increase in the amount sub- 
scribed to date, as compared with the en- 
tire amount subscribed to the Third Lib- 
erty Loan of nearly two millions of dol- 
lars, and when it is taken into considera- 
tion that some of the large subscribers of 
the Third Liberty Loan have not been 
given to us for the Fourth Liberty Loan 
such as, for instance, the subscription of 
the American Metals Company, which 
was credited to us, and wh subscribed 
to the Fourth Igoan $2,000,000, only $205,000 
of which has been credited to us, the 
committee should be congratulated upon 
the work which it has done.

CHEMICAL TRADE. 
Committee Holds “Double It Up” 


Luncheon—Chairman Gray 


Warmly Praised. 


Further stimulus was given to the ex< 
cellent endeavors of the members of the 
Liberty Loan Committee of the Chemicals 
Drugs, Druggists’ Sundries and Allied 
Trades at a luncheon in the Bankers’ 
Club on Monday last, when William S. 
Gray, chairman of the committee, presid- 
ed _ as host to his fellow-committeemen 
and a number of prominent individuals in 
the trades represented by the committee. 
More than sixty men were present and 
heard stirring addresses by Albert Tyc 
mayor of Antwerp, Belgium; Sewar 
Prosser, president of the Bankers’ Trust 
Company; Dr. William H. Nichols, chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
General Chemical Company, and Mr Gray, 
who is president of Willam 8S. Gray & 
Co, 

All of the speakers laid stress upon the 
crisis which the government would have 
to face were the Fourth Liberty Loan not 
fully subscribed and urged upon all pres- 
ent to do their utmost to see to it that 
they not allow their energies to lag for a 





moment until the quota allotted to the 


committee—namely, $35,000,000—had been 
reached and passed. The immediate result 
of their talks was that representatives of 
several large concerns who were present 
at once committed themselves and their 
companies to additional subscriptions, 
doubling their previous purchases of 
fourth Liberty Loan bonds. Further ad- 
aitional subscriptions were made later in 
the week as a result of the renewed en- 
thusiasm which the workers put into their 
endeavors following the luncheon. 

From the standpoint of the war as it is 
seen and felt by the inhabitants of Bel- 
gium, the talk of Mayor Tyck was to stir 
the depths of the listeners’ souls, he de- 
scribing to the full the horrors of warfare 


as Germany makes it. He brought his re- ° 


marks to a climax when he told of the 
need of the warring nations for funds to 
keep up the fight to victory, declaring that 


the outcome of the war now virtually de- - 


pends upon America, and therefore upon 
American money. The success of the 
Fourth Liberty Loan, he pointed out, is 
consequently vital to the outcome of the 
war. 

Opening up the subject of doubling pre- 
vious subscriptions, Dr. Nichols declared 
that all subscribers should do that were 
it found necessary to go “over the top’ 
of the committee's quota, and if that did 
not do it, subscriptions should be trebled 
so that there would be mo question ag to 
the goal being reached and surpassed. 

Seward Prosser told the gathering that 
the banks of the country woulld gladly 
lend fully 90 per cent. of the total of the 
loan at the common rate of 4% per cent. 
He stated that ‘such action bv the banks 
was absolutely necessary as credit would 
have to be used by subscribers, hecause 
there is not available $6,000,000,000 in cash 
in the country. He went into further de- 
tails of financial operations necessary to 
the success of the loan and added his: ap- 
peal to the workers to do their utmost. 

Mr. Gray presided as chairman and 
toastmaster of the occasion, . delivering 
the opening remarks after the luncheon. 
He struck the keynote of the occasion 
when he declared that the success of the 
committee’s undertaking must be 
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achieved no matter what efforts were re- 
quired. He stated that many of the sub- 
scribers who had responded had done 
nobly when it was considered that they 
had made large subscriptions through the 
committee though they had also been 
called upon to take bonds through other 
sources to which they felt obligated, 
either as members of other committees 
or in other trades. To these, thamks were 
extended by the speaker, but he added 
that a doubling up of subscriptions 
seemed to be necessary if the end aimed 
at were to be reached. 

So far as the entire chemical and dye- 
stuffs industry of the United States were 
concerned, Mr, Gray stated, he believed 
he could speak with authority in saying 
that the loan would be a success and tnat 
those industries would buy bonds to the 
limit of their ability and urge upon all 
others in other lines of endeavor to do 
the same. In regard to peace terms he 
added that he could say without fear of 
contradiction that the industries revre- 
sented by his committee stood for noth- 
ing less than unconditional surrender by 
Germany. Mr. Gray’s remarks were re- 
ceived with much enthusiasm and many 
individual expressions of determination 
to “see it through’ were heard from the 
workers. 

At the conclusion of the affair many of 
the workers were heard to give high 
praise to the work which Mr. Gray has 
put into the efforts of the committee.

BAYER AND HEYDEN CHEMICAL PLANTS 
WILL BE AUCTIONED IN DECEMBER 





Inside History of Albert-Von Bernstoff-Schweit- 
zer Plan to Buy Up Carbolic Acid in. 1915 and 


Block Munitions Manufacture Here. 


Washington, Oct. 19, 1918. 


More sales of former enemy-owned 
chemical companies in the vicinity of 
New York have been ordered by 
Alien Property Custodian A. Mitchell 
Palmer. Dates have been selected for 
public auctions of the Bayer Com- 
pany, the big New York firm, and of 
the Heyden Chemical Works, which 
has a plant at Garfield, N. J. Both are 
to be sold in December, under the jur- 
isdiction of Joseph F. Guffey, who is 
the director of sales for the cus- 
todian’s office, 

The Bayer Company, about which 
there has been considerable contre- 
versy since it was seized, has been en- 
joying a profit which goes above a 
million a year. Its sale date is De- 
cember 3. 

The Hayden Chemical Works is the 
second largest corporation of its kind 
in the United States, and its business 
amounted to $4,000,000 in 1917. The date 
for the sale is December 4. 


Both of these sales are of vital im- 
portance to the chemical trade and un- 
doubtedly will attract. many persons 
representing large chemical interests. 


Status of Bayer Company. 


Many inquiries regarding the status of 
the Bayer Company, the New York chem- 
ical firm, and other enemy-owned con- 
cerns taken over by Alien Property Cus- 
todian A. Mitchell Palmer, and the ulti- 
mate disposal of the money received from 
the sale of such concerns have come to 
the Alien Property Custodian’s office. In 
order to clear up what seems to be a gen- 
eral misunderstanding regarding the func- 
tions of this office and the scope of its 
work, Mr. Palmer made the following 
statement today :— 

“The office of Alien Property Custodian 
was created by the ‘trading with the en- 
emy act,’ which was approved October 6, 
1917. Under the provisions of this act, 
the Alien Property Custodian is directed 
to hold, administer and account, under 
the general direction of the President, for 
all enemy property he has taken over. 
The act provides that after the end of the 
war, ‘any claim of any enemy or of an 
ally of enemy to any money or other prop- 
erty received and held by the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, or deposited in the United 
States Treasury, shall be settled as Con- 


The act also directs 
the Alien Property Custodian to deposit in 
the Treeasury of the United States the 
proceeds of the sale of any property in 
his custody, to be invested in bonds. 

“It can readily be seen, therefore, that 
the functions of the Alien Property Cus- 
todian are merely those of a trustee, that 
all enemy money and property taken over 
by him is held in trust, and that Congress 
has reserved to itself the final disposi- 
tion of such property. 

“The Bayer Company, like all other 
companies taken over by me, is not now 
enemy-owned, and never will be enemy- 
owned again. All the stock is now held 
by the Alien Property Custodian repre- 
senting the United States Government, 
and it is being operated by 100 per cent. 
Americans as an American concern. The 
Bayer Company will be sold at public 
auction on December 3 to American citi- 
zens‘only. Before the sale is finally con- 
summated by me, it will be passed upon 
by the Advisory Committee, of which Otto 
T. Bannard, of New York, is chairman. 


200 Concerns Affected. 


“This course will be followed with each 
of the 200 or more concerns which are 
now in my custody. I am going to put 
upon the auction block every one of the 
great industries in Amerca which for- 
merly were German-owned, sell 
them to American citizens. 

“The policy of the government as fixed 
by the act of Congress is to sell these 
properties to American citizens as going 
concerns for fair and adequate values, and 
I would not be performing my duty in 
the carrying out of that policy if I did not 
operate the properties, pending sale, in 
the same efficient and profitable manner 
that they have heretofore been operated. 
If these properties are destroyed, there 
will be nothing to sell to American citi- 
zens. 

“The Americanization of the former 
enemy-owned concerns in my custody is 
a big task, and it requires the heartiest 
co-operation of the business men of this 
country to be successful. The German 
agents have had their hands on practi- 
cally every important American industry. 
They acquired large interests in the 
chemical and drug, the lumber, the dye- 
stuff, the metal, the shipping, the textile, 
the woolen, the cotton, and practically 
every other vital industry in this country. 
The value of the German ownership in 
these concerns is upward of $300,000,000. 
I propose to wipe out every trace of this 
German ownership by selling these prop- 
erties to 100 per cent. Americans,”

GERMAN PROPAGANDISTS SOUGHT TO BUY 
UP ALL CARBOLID ACID IN U. S. 





Enemy Custodian Palmer Discloses Plot of Aliens Working 
Through Chemical Exchange Association. 


Efforts to buy up all the available sup- 
ply of carbolic acid in this country, to 
prevent the manufacture of p.cric acid 
for T. N. T. and to block the shipment 
of munitions to the allies, as attempted 
by Count von Bernstorff, Dr. Albert and 
other German propagandists, were dis- 
closed by <A. Mitchell Palmer, Alien 
Property Custodian, today. He revealed 
the workings of an organ‘zation known 
as the Chemical Exchange Association, 
which was organized by Dr. Hugo 
Schweitzer in 1915, to buy up all of the 
available carbolic acid in this country 
and prevent its manufacture into picric 
acid, one of the most necessary ingre- 
Gients in the manufacture of T. N. T. 
and other high explosives. The carbolic 
the Chemical Ex- 


acid purchased by 
change Association was converted into 
harmless pharamaceutical products, 


thereby eliminating any possibility of its 
use in the making of picric acid. Large 
profits were made by Dr, Schweitzer and 
his associates, 


Dr. Albert and Von Bernstorff. 


The story of the Chemical Exchange 
Association was unearthed by Francis P. 
Garvan, director of the Bureau of In- 
vestigation, in his investigation of the 
German-owned chemical companies in 
this coutnry which have recently been 
taken over by the Alien Property Custo- 
in con- 


dian. He found that Dr. Albert, 
junction with Count Von _ Bernstorff, 
arranged with Dr. Hugo Schweitzer, a 


naturalized American and a chemist of 
the Bayer Company, to prepare and carry 
out plans which would prevent the ship- 
ment of carbolic acid to England, France 
and Italy by converting it into salicylates, 


salol, formaldehyde and aspirin. This 
plan also provided for keeping away 
from American munition manufacturers 


the supply of carbolic acid available at 
that time, so that they would be ham- 
pered and hindered in the manufacture 
of high explosives for the allies. 


Dr. Schweitzer the Agent. 


The Heyden Chemical Works, of 135 
William street, New York, and the Bayer 
Company, of 117 Hudson street, New 
York, were the two chemical concerns 
through which Dr. Schweitzer arranged 
to carry out his plans. Both of these 
concerns are now in the hands of the 
Alien Property Custodian and are being 
managed by 10 per cent. Americans. The 
Heyden Company was owned by the 
Chemiske Fabrik von Heyden, Radeubul, 
Germany, and the Bayer Company was 
owned by Farbenfabriken vormals Fried- 
rich Bayer & Co., of Elberfeld, Germany. 

In 1915, when it became apparent that 
earbolic acid was a necessary ingredient 
in the manufacture of high explosives, 
Thomas A, Edison invented a synthetic 


earbolic acid, of which the American Oil 
and Supply Company, of Newark, became 


the selling agent. Comparatively lhttle 
carbolic acid was purchasable at that 
time. Dr. Sehweitzer immediately set 


out to control this supply, and on June 
22, 1915, entered into a contract with the 
American Oil and Supply Company 
whereby this company agreed to ship 
6,000 pounds of carbolic acid each working 
day from July 1, 1915, to December 31, 1916, 
and 4,000 pounds each working day from 
January 1, 1916, to March 31, 1916, at a 
price of $1.06%, per pound cash from July 
1 to December 1, 1915, and $1 per pound 
cash for all succeeding deliveries. This 
price was nearly double the usual market 
price. Dr. Schweitzer put up $100,000 in 
cash, which was furn‘shed by Dr. Albert. 
as security for the faithful performance 
of this contract, and a $25,000 surety bond. 
On June 30, 1915, Dr. Schweitzer entered 
into a contract with the Heyden Chemical 
Works, of which George Simon, a Ger- 
man subject, was the manager, whereby 
Schweitzer agreed to deliver all of the 
carbolic acid received from the American 
Oil and Supply Company to the Heyden 
Works, at Garfield, N,. J., the Heyden 
Company agreeing to increase its facili- 
ties and convert the carbolic acid into 
salicylic acid. Schweitzer was given an 
option whereby he might have the car- 
bolic acid also converted into sodium 
salicylate, methyl salicylate and salol.

Every effort was made by Schweitzer 
and Kny to keep their contract secret and 
to prevent the American people from 
knowing that Dr. Albert and the German 
Government were behind this contract. 
No certificate of conducting business, as 
provided for by law, was filed in the 
County Clerk's office until February 9, 
1916, a few days before the contract ex- 
pired. In the meantime, the American Oil 
and Supply Company delivered large 
quantities of carbolic acid to the Heyden 
Chemical Works, which was converted 
into harmless pharmaceutical preparations 
and sold. The net profit on this deal was 
$816,000, which Richard Kny told Mr. 
Garvan was divided equally between him- 
self and Dr. Schweitzer. Kny also said

In view of the fact that as stated above this 
carbolic acid was for at least three or fou 
months the only acid available in the market 
it would have been good policy to buy the 
product even at the high price paid, whier 
however, is about 35 cents per pound lower 
than the acid which our firm bought on con- 
tract. 

T then conceived the idea 
earbolic acid converted into salicylic acid 
salicylate of soda, salol and artificial ol of 
wintergreen.

Like the Bridgeport Projectile Com- 
pany, the German propagandists fully 
believed that the war would end in the 
latter part of 1915, and that Germany 
would be victorious. Consequently, they 
laid their plans accordingly.

The gov- 
ernment 1S not allow.ng anything: to 
interfere With its activities in any line, 
ana is cons aatly _using more ot almost 
every sort of paint material. Every 
week the government’s business comes 
to represent a larger per cent. of the 
entire business ot the paint industry, 
and the immediate future holds out no 
promise of a change in this situation. 

The break in the price of linseed oil 
has been a most interesting matter to 
the paint industry during the past few 
days, but it has not resulted in any 
puying of oil, as every one is waiting 
for the price to go still lower. Only 
those who are rushing through govern- 
ment orders are Willing to pay even the 
lower price at which oil is now quoted. 

The price of pigments remains un- 
changed, and there seems to be no 
reason for expecting price fluctuations 
in this Lne at this time. The price of 
pig lead has remained unchanged for 
more than three months, and promises 
to remain just where it is for some 
time to come, in spite of the fact that 
there is an undeniable shortage. _ There 
promises to be some changes in the 
price of some of the important lines of 
dry colors in the near future; but pro- 
ducers hesitate about making any price 
reductions at a time when the cost of 
production is so high. It is probable, 
however, that when the campaign for 
business for delivery from January on 
gets active that there will be some 
lines of colors that will come down. 
At least, this seems to be What con- 
sumers expect, and what they are wait- 
ing for. 7 ‘ 

In spite of the talk of an increase in 
the pr.ce of barytes, no advance has as 
yet been made, but producers are not 
accepting business for next year, and 
predict that when this business is tak- 
en it will be at a higher price than 
that of today. 

There is a great deal of complaint of 
the shortage of help in all lines of the 
paint industry, but this is not a situa- 
tion that is peculiar to any one indus- 
try. This situation, however, is more 
acute just now than it has ever been 
before, and many plants find it impos- 
sible to operate full time. 

Folowing is a detailed report of the 
principal items of the trade:— 


PIG LEAD AND SPELTER. 


PIG LEAD.—There is no change in 
the situation in the pig lead market. 
It is a question of keeping the govern- 
ment supplied, and this is what the 
producers’ committee is doing. The 
price has been unchanged for more 
than three months now, and is just as 
well fixed at 8.05c. per pound New 
York and 7.75c. East St. Louis as 
though it was fixed by the government. 
This price is being maintained by the 
producers in the face of the fact thefe 
ig a scarcity that would mean higher 
Prices right along if it was an open 
market in which the general public was 
competing with the government. As it 
is, the government buys at the aver- 
age monthly price, and consumers who 
have not government contracts have 
very little chance of getting any .ead. 

SPELTER.—The demand for spelter 
continues rather slack, and the under- 
tone of the market is not good. The 
producers are not willing to make any 
concessions to put business 
through, but the price continues to 
ease off a little every week. Prime 
Western, New York delivery, spot and 
October, is quoted at 8.85@9c., and 
prime Western, East St. Louis delivery, 
spot and October, 8.50c. and November- 
December 8.25c. 


PIGMENTS. 


WHITE LEAD (Basic Carbonate).— 
The market in lead pigments continues 
quiet and steady. Conditions are 
against any price changes just at this 
time. The situation has been pretty 
well discounted by the advances that 
have been made from time to time, and, 
with pig lead holding steady and the 
character of the demand the same as 
lt has been right along, present prices 
seem likely to obtain for some time to 
Come. There wag no change in white 
lead, basic carbonate, this week. Amer- 
lean dry, in casks, is quoted at 10@

LITHOPONE.—The rush to book 
orders for the ninety-day period is 
about over, and some of the leading 


producers are booked up to capacity 
for the rest of the year. The producers 
who have their own supplies of crude 
barytes are congratulating themselves, 
as there has been a steady advance in 
the price of crude barytes during the 
last year. The price for the last quar- 
ter of the year is 8@8%%c. 

ZINC OXIDE.—There continues to be 
a good demand for zinc oxide, and pro- 
ducers are well engaged for the rest 
of the year. There is a good demand 
for lead free and also for the 35 per 
cent. leaded zinc. When compared with 
the demand. for other pigments, the de- 
mand for zine oxide is decidedly good. 
The fact that the price was not ad- 
vanced for the last quarter undoubt- 
edly stimulated consumption. Quota-

In several lines of dry 
time seems near at hand when there 
must be a price readjustment.

This is the 
case with iron blues, chrome yellows 
and some other lines. It is certain 
that there will be new prices named on 
some of these lines in the near future, 
and it is rumored that prices for Jan- 
uary delivery considerably under spot 
prices can be obtained in some lines. 
At the same time, producers are re- 
luctant about making any change in 
their quotations, and still hold to the 
old prices, at least as far ag spot busi- 
ness is concerned.

As has 
been noted in this column the price of 
these colors has been out of line with 
the price of yellow prussiate of soda 
for some time.

The price was advanced 
promptly when yellow prussiate of soda 
advanced, but has never come down, 
while the price of the raw material has 
come down 35 cents. Some consumers 
say they are waiting for the price tu 
come down to 75 cents, but this seems 
to be an extreme idea. An announce- 
ment of a price around $1.15 would 
not be a surprise, however. The de- 
mand for ultramarine blue continues 
good, with the price dependent upon 
the percentage. A large part of the 
business being done is in goods of a

Now consumers are holding back to 
let the market go as law as it will, and 
crushers are not even trying to push 
business until the market beg’ns to 
show some stability. A representative 
of one of the largest producing com- 
anies remarked that any one would 
be foolish to think of buying in a mar- 
ket like that of today. The demand 
for all oils that in any way compete 
with linseed has been checked to wait 
to see where linseed is going to stop. 

The cottonseed oil market continues 
quiet, but the announcement from 
Washington that as it was probable 
that the entire output would be needed 
for food purposes and that the sale of 
oil. except when it was to be used as 
edible oil, would require a special l- 
cense, created a good deal of surprise. 
The carry-over from last season was 
large, and the general opinion of the 
trade was that there would be a large 
carry-over at the end of the present 
sason—no matter how much was sold 
to soap makers or any one else. 

In the minor oils there has been a 
fair day to day demand. China wood 
oil is passing back into the control of 
the leading importers, and they are 
asking 27 cents for prompt delivery 
Pacific coast. Cabbage seed oil, used 
as a substitute for sesame and olive 
oil, has been one of the minor oils that 
has shown considerable activity this

LINSEED OIL. 


Linseed oil is going down, and the 
question is—where is it going to stop? 
At first there were simply rumors of 
price cutting, and the leading produc- 
ers held steady, and said that they 
were not lowering their quotations. 
This has changed, however, and now 
it is a wide open proposition, and 
when one cuts the others have to meet 
the cut, and it seems that every crush- 
er seems to expect his competitors to 
continue to cut for some time to come. 
There has been a break from $1.90 to 
$1.50, and there seems no particular 
reason. to expect the price to hold at 
this level. Resale oil has been offered 
for December delivery as low as $1.42 
and there have been rumors in the 
market of December being offered as 
low as $1.35. No one has made an 
open quotation that low. at the pres- 
ent writing, however, and it might be 
mentioned that the first firm to quote 
$1.50 said that they were asking the 
same for November and December 
deliveries, Under the regulations of 
the government futures are not quoted 
for delivery after the end of the year, 
but as a rule December has been quot- 
ed 8c. or 10c. under spot. The domes- 
te and Canadian flaxseed crops are 
turning out well. There is still a 
800d deal of Argentine seed in this 
country that has not.been crushed.

It held a while at that level and 
then broke to $1.55, followed at once 
by a break to $1.50, When told of the 
price being quoted at $1.50, the selling 
representative of one of the largest 
companies said, “Well, we have not 
named that price yet; but we are in 
a receptive mood.” That seems to be 
the case with the entire trade. Every- 
one is in a mood to meet any price 
the other fellow makes, and there is 
no telling just where the decline may 
go. On the other hand, there may be 
some co-operation brought about 
among producers that may stiffen up 
the market at any time.

LINSEED CAKE AND MEAL. 


There is a good demand reported for 
linseed cake and meal in the West, but 
Eastern crushers are not finding the 
market any better than it has. been 
for some time past, and a large por- 
tion of what is being produced in the 
East is going into storage to await the 
time when it can secure freight room. 
It is a good speculation probably for 
the holders, but the crushers would 
rather dispose of their cake and meal 
promptly, if they could, The price is 
nominally $56 a ton. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


Local dealers in cottonseed oil have 
not yet received instructions from the 
government that it requires a special 
license to sell cottonseed oil that is not 
to he used as edible oil; but such a 
notice has been sent out to Southern 
crushers. That this country can use 
all the cottonseed oil as edible oil does 
not seem reasonable, and the only ex- 
planation of the action taken that 
seems logical is that the government 
must expect exports to be much heav- 
ier this year than they werelast. The 
carry-over at the end of last season 
was very large, and some well-posted 
oil men have predicted that there 
would be twice as much carried over 
at the end of this season as there was 
at the end of last. At the fixed price 
for cottonseed oil there is no chance 
of a very active demand from soap 
makers, as they are able to use cheap- 
er oils that are just as zood for their 
purposes. There is a demand for cot- 
tonseed on the other side, if it could 
be moved, and of course an improve- 
ment in the ship situation would 
change the entire market situation. In 
the South there is some complaint that 
either oil is too low or seed is too high, 
but there would seem to be more rea- 
son for reducing the price of seed than 


for advancing the price of oil. The 
market continues quiet and feature- 
less, as is natural when prices are 


fixed. A strict enforcement of the 
rule against selling except where the 
oil is to be used for good purposes 


would of course make the market 
more quiet than it is today.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There is a bet- 
ter feeling noticeable in the China wood 
oil market, and it begins to look as if 
most of the speculative oil that was in 
the hands of non-consumers and which 
has been coming on the market for 
prompt delivery from the coast is out 
of the way. While quotations as low as 
25%c. have been made for prompt ship- 
ment from the coast, the leading im- 
porters have not been offering less than 
27c., and that is the price they are still 
quoting. There has been a stiffening 
of the market in the producing country, 
and there is a good demand in this 
country, although consumers have 
proven that they can stay out of the 
market when the price does not suit. 
The local spot market is very quiet. 
There is not much oil here, and the 
‘market is steady nominally at 30@32c. 

Chicago, Oct. 16, 1918. 

Sales of chinawood oll at 25%c. at most any 
position were reported in Chicago this week, 
though the usual quoted price was around 26c 
for February shipment, sellers’ tanks, coast.

A 
consular report that 11,943,524 pounds 
of cocoanut oil had been shipped to the 
United States from Batavia, Dutch 
East Indies, last year, 56,848 pounds in 
1916, has interested quite a few of 
those interested in this oil. The value 
of this importation for 1917 was $1,- 
686,542, as against $7,610 for the previ- 
ous year. A total of 1,321,000 gallons 
were imported during the first quarter 
of 1918. Ceylon grades are quoted as 
low as 18@18%c. per pound in barrels, 
and 17%@17%c., per pound in tanks. 
In sellers’ tanks there are offers of 
Cochin at 18%@19c. per pound in bar- 
rels and 17%@18c. per pound in tanks; 
Manila, 15@16\4c, per pound. 


Chicago, Oct. 16, 1918. 

Quotations for cocoanut oil were slightly 
lower this week, being for the most part 
around 16c. and under.

VARNISH GUM QUESTIONNAIRE SEEKS DATA 
ON WHICH TO BASE FEDERAL ALLOCATIoy 


War Service Committee of Varnish Gum Importers Orgay, 
ized in New York—Small Sales of Shellac Need 
Not Be Recorded. 


The War Trade Board having promul- 
gated regulations governing the importa- 
tion of various varnish gums, including a 
limitation on the quantity of Kauri gum 
to be shipped to this country, it has be- 
come necessary to allocate equitable this 
quantity, and to this end the Paint and 
Pigment Section of the War Industries 
Board has requested the gum importers 
to obtain certain information which will 
permit them to determine the quantity 
to be allocated to each importer. 

A meeting of varnish gum importers 
was held in New York and those attend- 
ing this meeting represented fully % per 
cent. of the trade. A War Service Com- 
mittee was duly elected to obtain the 
information required by the government 
and to represent the importers in treat- 
ing with the government boards on any 
subject in connection with the rulings 
and regulations promulgated by such 
boards.

In this new ruling of the War Trade 
Board (W. T. B. R. 254) the importation 
into the United States of varnish gums 
(Kauri, copal, damar, Zanzibar, Manila, 
Congo, Fentiansk, Bengurila, Sandarao 
and Hast India or Borneo gum) is re- 
stricted as to shipments made after Octo- 
ber 10, 1918. All outstanding licenses have 
been revoked as to ocean shipment after 
that date and no new licenses will be 
issued except to cover the following:— 
(1) Shipments made from abroad on or 
before October 10, 1918; (2) shipments for 
the use of the United States Government; 
(3) shipments from Mexico or Canada by 
other than ocean transportation; (4) ship- 
ments from Europe or Mediterranean 
Africa when coming as return cargo from 
convenient ports where loading can be 
done without delay; (5) shipments of 
copal or Manila gum when shipped from 
the Philippine Islands, and (6) shipments 
of Kauri gum not to exceed a total of 
3,000,000 pounds during the calendar year 
1918. 

Licenses for the amounts of varnish 
gums permitted to come forward, pursu- 
ant to the foregoing, will be allocated by 
the Bureau of Imports of the War Trade 
Board in accordance with the recom- 
mendations, as to distribution and price, 
of the War Industries Board. Varnish 
gums are accordingly added to the list 
of commodities excluded from the terms 
of license PBF27. 

It is the intention of the committee to 
appear before the War Trade Board this 
week and arrange for the allocation of 
the quantity of Kauri gum _ permissible 
for import under the recent ruling of the 
Bureau of Imports. 


Shellac Sales’ Records. 


The United States Shellac Importers’ 
Association, Inc., has received a letter 
from the War Industries Board, as fol- 
lows:—Subject, Operation of the Shellac 
Regulations— 

‘“‘We hereby authorize the elimination 
of records on the sales of less than 1 case 
gum shellac, 8) pounds bleached and 6 
gallons shellac varnish, with the condition 
that such minimum quantity order must 
not be duplicated to any one party within 
thirty days.”’

GLYCERINE GRADE 


Dynamite Glycerine for Al- 
lies to Be 50 Cents 
First Half 1919. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 

Dynamite glycerine for the allied re- 
quirements during the first six months of 
1919 at 50c. per pound and dynamite gly- 
cerine price for October and November at 
58c. and fur December at 56c. was recom- 
mended to the U, 8. Food Administration 
ut a conference Thursday by the War 
Committee of the Soap and Candle In- 
cdustries. 


The resolution passed by the confer- 
ence was as follows:— 
It is recommended by the War Committee 


of the Soap and Candle Industries that said 
industries supply the Allied requirements of 
dynamite glycerin, specified as 11,000 tons, 
for delivery over the first half of the year 
1919, at 50 cents per pound, f, o. b, producing 
point, drums included, DuPont specifications 
for both glycerin and drums; terms of pay- 
ment to be 1 per cent, discount off for caagh 
and 10 days net 30 per cent. 

Owing to some confusion among buyers and 
sellers*of glycerin as to prices and terms for 
refined glycerin over the balance of this year, 
it was further resolved that the Food Admin- 
istration be requested to notify all sellers of 
refined glycerin that the agreed dynamite 
glycerin price for this year be maintained at 
58 cents per pound for October and November 
and 56 cents per pound for December contract. 
Terms net cash f. 0. b. producing point, drums 
included, and that this same price bé main- 
tained as a minimum price for ©. P. glycerin 
except that chemically pure glycerin may be 
sold on the usua! terms of 1 per cent, discount 
for cash in 10 days net 30 per cent, freight 
prepaid, drums extra and returnable at sell- 
ers’ expense,

C. P. Price May Be Fixed. 


Through a party in close touch with 
the Food Administration, and who was re- 
cently in Washington, the trade has 
learned that there is a_ prospect for an 
“agreed” price on chemically pure glyc- 
erine. No official confirmation has been 
received. It was stated that the Soap 
Makers Glycerine Committee has _been 
again in conference with the Food Admin- 
istration, and that the proposed agree- 
ment was thoroughly discussed. 

Chemically pure glycerine has _ been 
weakening in price coincidently with the 
operation of the sliding scale schedule in 
force on dynamite. Demand has not been 
strong enough to support the market, and 
consumers have looked for lower prices 
with each decline in crude prices. 

Refiners pointed out that if the price on 
Cc. P. glycerine be stabilized they will be 
able to pay higher prices for crude, a con- 
dition which sellers of crude state is ab- 
solutely necessary, as prices of tallow pre- 
clude transactions with refiners except at 
a loss. The price of chemically pure and 
dynamite glycerine is 58c. per pound.

Trade Conferences at Washington Put 
Over Because of Influenza. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 

Many trade conferences on chemical 
paint, drug, by-product and other indus- 
tries scheduled for this’ week with the 
War Industries Board, the U. S. Fuel and 
Food Administrations and other govern- 
ment war work establishments were post- 
poned indefinitely on account of the epi- 
demic of Spanish influenza. On account 


of the overcrowded conditions in Wash- 
ington the health authorities, in the Pub- 
lic Health Service, the War Department 
and the District health office advised that 
every precaution should be taken against 
bringing any more persons to the capital 
than was absolutely necessary. 


On matters of unusual importance to 
the various industries the war _ service 
committees will be consulted by telephone 
or telegraph by the chiefs of sections, and 
they in turn will transmit the advice of 
the Federal officials to the men in the in- 
dustry affected.

PILL, TABLET AND POWDER TAXES UNDER 
REVENUE BILL ADOPTED IN THE SENATE 


Washington, Oct. 19, 1918. 

The Senate Finance Committee adopt- 
ed the House provisions of the war rev- 
enue bill relating to pills, tablets, pow- 
ders, etc., which levies a tax of 1 cent for 
each 10 cents or fraction thereof of the 
umount paid for these articles. Senator 
Dillingham, of New Hampshire, a mem- 
ber of the committee, presented an 
amendment which would exempt from 
this tax medicinal preparations dispensed 
or prescribed by doctors, dentists and vet- 
erinary surgeons which are mot adver- 


tised. 
One Cent in Ten. 


The language of th's section, after stat- 
ing that the tax shall be 1 cent for each 
0 cents paid for these articles, is as fol-

PETROLEUM-GUDRON. 
Product of New Coal Liquefaction 


Process—Synthetic Benzines, Etc. 


Prof. Dr. Karl Goldschmidt, of Essen, 
and Robert Friedlaender, of Berlin, both 
members of the recently-formed Kohl- 
chemie Konsortium, have recently issued 
a pamphlet calling attention to the ad- 
vantages and possibilities of their so- 
called coal liquefaction process, i. e., the 
synthetic manufacture of benzines, light- 
ing, engine and lubricating oils from lig- 
mite, generator tar, crude oil and erude 
oil derivatives. They mention the crack- 
ing and separating processes of Zern, 
Walther and Graele, whereby the con- 
stituent parts of tar boiling at higher 
temperatures are transformed into ben- 
zines; they also deal largely, with the 
somewhat closely related Bergin process, 
whereby, with the aid of heat and hydro- 
gen, there are obtained from tar both 
tenzine and lighting oils of a quality 
equal to those obtained from natural 
sources. The chief primary raw material. 
lignite tar, can be obtained from the 
heating of generators, for instance, in 
lignite briquette factories (in which some 
20,000,000 tons lignite are worked up), glass 
kilns, paper mills and the like, in which 
some 12,000,000 tons are used to fire the 
boilers instead of being gasified. In this 
way alone 1,500.000 tons of tar could be 
obtained for distillation, etc.; the gasi- 
fication of lignite alone would suffice to 
supply Germany with all her requirements 
im enriched oil products. Until such gas- 
ification plant has been established every- 
where, steps should be taken to secure a 
steady importation of raw oil, and more 
especially of raw materials for the syn- 
thetic manufacture of benzine and off. 
Such a raw material is the so-called 
“petroleum-gudron,”’ which is a by-prod- 
uct in Russian, Roumanian amd Galician 
distilleries,- which use large quantities of 
it as an inferior kind of fuel. The gov- 
ernment is urged to fix the price of all 
synthetic products for some years to 


come.

GASOLINE SAVING 


By Shutting Off Water Filtration 
Demonstrated in Fields. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 


Conservation activities that have been 
inaugurated to save gasoline that has 
been wasted either through infiltration of 
water or other lax methods of production 
have been reported by Dr. J. O. Lewis, 
superintendent of the Bartlesville station 
of the U. S. Bureau of Mines. He visited 
Fort Worth with regard to the supply of 
natural gas and the safeguarding of wells 
in the Petrolia field against waste of gas 
and infiltration of water. Conferences 
were held with producers in the Butler 
county field (Kansas) relative to the 
water problem, the use of cement in shut- 
ting off water, and the forming of an op- 
erators’ association for combatting the 
water troubles in that field. Conferences 
were held with persons who had special 
methods and devices for shutting off wa- 
ter, also with a representative of the 
Muskogee office relative to co-ordinating 
the work of the two offices in this regard. 
A successful demonstration was made for 
the State Geological Survey of Illinois in 
the Flat Rock field of that State for the 
use of mud-laden fluid in protecting well 
casing against the action of corrosive 
waters.

DRUG REPORTER 
PETROLEUM COMBINE 


In Hungary Forcibly Includes All 
Makers of Oil Products. 


London, Sept. 28, 1918. 


Amn order of the Hungarian Minister of 
Trade, quoted from the Pester Lloyd, vro- 
vides for the compulsory syndication of 
all undertakings now or in the future 
engaged in manufacturing mineral oil 
products from crude oil. All such must 
become members of the Mineral Oil In- 
dustry Combine, the object of which is to 
control production under the direction 
of. the Minister of Trade. The combine 
is under State supervision, which is ex- 
ercised through commissioners appointed 
by the Ministers of Trade, Finance and 
Agriculture. The commissioners must be 
invited to every meeting of the board, 
the Executive Committee, and the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and any decision to which 
they raise objection must be referred to 
the Minister of Trade. The board can 
inflict fines up to 50,000 kronen on anv 
member who fails jn his duty to the com- 
bine by neglecting to conform to the 
prescribed plan of operation, resisting 
control, ete. The order comes into force 
at once. It does not extend to Croatia 
and Slavonia.

Of this total amount Mexico made the following 
crude oil shipments to the United States during the 
seven months’ periods of the past three years: 1916, 
484,819,706 gallons; 1917, 705,244,331 gal- 
lons; 1918, 802,511,173 gallons. During the 
same period Mexican shipments of gasoline and the 
naphthas showed a proportionate increase. In fact, 
the total imports of gasoline and the naphthas from 
all sources increased from 2,703,205 gallons in 


1916 to 9,433,419 gallons in 1918. 


United States Refined Shipments. 


During the past three years the exports of refined 
(illuminating) oil from the United States have been 
declining heavily, due to circumscription of world 
markets, substitution of electricity for kerosene, and 
lack of ocean carriers to transport the product to 
overseas consumers. The seven months’ totals show 
the extent of the decline to have been about 40 per 
cent. from the 1916 total. During the seven months 
of 1918 the shipments of illuminating oil were 284,- 
853,931 gallons, as compared with 411,316,265 
last year and 475,858,639 gallons for the same 
period in 1916. 

Fuel and gas oil, on the other hand, show an in- 
crease by steady gains from 1916, with total exports 
for the seven months’s period of 1918 of 713,062,- 
S11 gallons, as against 563,643,804 gallons in 
I917 and 511,321,156 gallons in 1916. Lubri- 
cating oil shipments hold about on a parity over the 
three year periods, although there has been a 10,- 
000,000-gallon decline during the 1918 term. 


The gasoline record would be an amazing one in 
normal times, but with war demand it is a question 
whether all overseas shipments are included when 
Government bunker oil and other Federal loadings 
Exports of gasoline 

ve more than doubled in the three years, with a 
total of 186,917,565 gallons for the 1918 period, 
a compared with 127,436,768 gallons in 1917 
and 83,063,097 gallons in 1916. Other naphthas 
in the same classification do not show such a largely 
increased movement, although the 1918 total is the 
largest, with 134,759,313 gallons, as against 114,-

Altogether the data proves the deductions of the 
Petroleum Division and the Fuel Administration, 
and offers its own argument for the establishment of 
the “gasolineless Sunday” during the time of peak 
comfumption of motor fuel in the United States.

ONE MILLION BARRELS OF GASOLINE 
SAVED FOR MILITARY USE BY 
ADOPTION OF GASOLINELESS SUN- 
DAY, NOW MATTER OF HISTORY— 
REPORTS FROM FIELDS. 





Fuel Administrator Garfield has raised the ‘‘sug- 
gested”’ ban on the use of gasoline for pleasure cars 
on Sundays, and the restriction will not be imposed 
again unless gasoline stocks become dangerously low. 
Mr. Garfield announces that such was the co-opera- 
tion of the gasoline-consuming public with the plans 
of the Fuel Administration fully 1,000,000 barrels 
of gasoline were saved and turned into military con- 
sumptive channels. 

Both here and abroad—although the latter con- 
tingency is not so definite—the peak of consumption 
is believed to have been passed. July, August and 
September are the three months of greatest domestic 
use of gasoline, and there has been such a decline in 
demand—aided by the non-use of motor cars on 
Sundays except for essentials—that the Fuel Admin- 
istration now feels safe in raising the embargo. 


There is, however, a snapper to the announcement 
of the Federal officials which puts it up to the do- 
mestic consumer to avoid waste and unnecessary use 
of cars—‘‘Through a priority order, giving prefer- 
ence at refineries to shipments for overseas prompt 
supplies for Europe will be assured, and, if any 
shortage exists, it will be domestic.” 


Pipeline Statements. 


East of the Mississippi River the statements of the 
pipelines for September show a decrease in both runs 
and deliveries and a decline in stocks of more than 
402,000 barrels. There was a drop in the amount 
of oil run from the wells of approximately 56,500 
barrels and a decrease in the amount delivered of 
510 barrels. Stocks dropped from the August total 
of 9,943,024 barrels to 9,540,919 barrels. The 
stocks of Pennsylvania grade oils on hand at the end 


of September were 4,813,369 barrels. 
From the Fields. 


There is a continuation of the active work in the 
fields, with production and new work holding closely 
up to previous levels. In the Eastern high-grade 
fields there is a temporary slump for the week, but 
nothing when compared with conditions in the not 
far-distant past. There were 194 completions for 
the interval, a loss of seven for the week, a decline of 
24 in the number of gassers and a jump of 15 in the 
The loss in new production in 
the Eastern districts was a little more than 1,100 
barrels. As usual, Kentucky led, with a total of 59 
completions and 2,180 barrels of new oil output. 
Southeast Ohio ranked second in the list, with 39 
completions and 654 barrels of new production. 
Pennsylvania had but six completions—two dry and 
two gassers—and the new oil output from the two 
oil wells waz but 8 barrels. 


Tennessee. 

Both Tennessee and Kentucky are the scene of 
unusual activity, the development scheme of the new- 
est corporation to enter the former State calling for 
exhaustive tests of almost a million acres. In Ken- 
tucky the new work is progressing at such a rate that 
if there were 200 more drilling outfits there they 
could be employed. Work is now under way in 
fifty counties of Kentucky, with Lee county the most 
active section of the State, and Allen county, in the 
western section, holding second place in the amount 
of new work. 

W yoming. 

Wyoming has come to life with greater activity 
than has been recorded for months. In all there are 
200 wells drilling and 51 rigs up, with the Big 
Muddy, with 71 wells drilling and 7 rigs up, lead- 
ing the oil districts of the State. There is added 
interest just at the present time in the new Lusk field, 
which has been added definitely to the known oil 
regions of the State by the bringing in of a 1,000- 
barrel gusher which sent the oil 100 feet above 
the top of the derrick and inaugurated an oil rush 
from all sections of the State.

A tentative agreement 
between the Government and the big operators in the 
Salt Creek field has been reached whereby the work 
of production will go on as usual and the oil will 
pass the regular channels to the refineries at Casper.

Oklahoma. 


Few wells of large size are reported from the 
Oklahoma division of the Mid-Continent, although 
the daily production of the several pools of this sec- 
tion shows little or no decline. Completions of fair 
to good size are numerous, and this keeps the output 
up to normal levels, although little excess is gained 
toward that banner production confidently looked for 
by the Federal officials to meet war demands. The 
daily yield of crude oil in Oklahoma at the present 
writing is approximately 230,000 barrels, of which 
amount Cushing furnishes about 44,500 barrels, 
Healdton 43,500 barrels and the other districts 
142,000 barrels. —- 


Gulf Coast. 


The principal news from the Gulf Coast is the 
detailed statement of the plans for the new $25-mile 
pipeline—a 12-inch line—which is to be constructed 
from the Ranger district, in the north central part of 
Texas, to a point between Houston and Galveston, 
and probably at the terminus of the Houston Ship 
Channel on Pelican Island. There were few com- 
pletions during the week, but the serious shortage of 
pipe and the prevalence of influenza is held respon- 
sible for the slump in new work. The smaller com- 
panies and the wildcatters are the hardest hit by the 
situation. With the exception of a 1,000-barrel 
well at Edgerly there were no large wells brought in, 
although the usual number of small ones were re- 


corded. 
Texas Panhandle. 


Oil experts from all parts of the country seem to 
be a unit in their belief that the Panhandle fields of 
Texas offer better prospects for the immediate future 
than any other petroleum section of the United 
States. Texas has been and is very much in the 
limelight with the opening of the Ranger, Hull, Co- 
lumbia and other pools, with the result that almost 
fabulous prices have been obtained for leases, while 
refineries and new pipelines are of such everyday 
planning that they are almost taken as a matter of 
course, despite the immense outlay involved in some 
of the more important projects of this kind. Produc- 
tion in the Panhandle, just as it is elsewhere, is 
uneven—one big week being followed by a sharp 
decline, only to see a greater increase the following 
week. During the interval since our previous report 
the total completions in this field for the week were 
46, a loss of one from the previous week’s total. 
New production dropped from 17,700 to 5,824 
barrels. The Burkburnett field led the list, with 16 
completions—one dry—and 2,724 ‘barrels of new 
oil, and this district is of unusual interest, both in the 
number of new wells and their location, but also in 
the amount of new work under way. 


North Louisiana. 


North Louisiana, and particularly the Pine Island 
district, is evidencing the fact that it is not to be over- 
looked as a most dependable producer. Another 
increase there during the week just ended brings the 
daily average production up to 55,000 barrels of 
crude, with the Pine Island district credited with 
35,000 barrels of this amount. The production of 
light Caddo oil alone amounts to 11,550 barrels a 
day. One well of 3,000 barrels daily initial ca- 
pacity and another of 2,500, with a third of 1,000 
—such is the record of one little group of inde- 
pendents in the Pine Island district. There were 17 
completions in Caddo during the week, with a new 
output of 6,685 barrels of oil, and of these comple- 
tions 4 were dry and 2 were gassers.

a public response to the appeal for 
gasolineless Sundays east of the. Missis- 
sippi River was said by Fuel Adminis- 
tration officials to have saved at least 1,- 
0,00 barrels and to have made it pos- 
sible to give to the men at the front tne 
supplies required in the prosecution of 
the war. 

The stocks of gasoline east of Califor- 
nia, it was stated, have not materially in- 
creased or decreased. As of September 
16, the total stocks of gasoline were 2,- 
949,640 barrels of motor gasoline and 340,- 
83 barrels of aviation gasoline; as of Oc- 
tober 14 the stocks are 3,134,731 barrels 
of motor gasoline and 166,369 barrels of 
aviation gasoline. This represents the 
entire reserve and is not all available for 
export, as it is stored in the territory as 
far West as Wyoming and includes all 
interior storage-in various oil producing 
localities. 

The quantity of motor gasoline has in- 
creased 181,000 barrels, with a decrease in 
aviation gasoline of approximately the 
same amount. In other words, the con- 
dition has been held stationary. 

The peak load of domestic consumption 
is passing It is hoped that overseas 
shipments will not be quite so heavy; and 
a priority rule and regulation is about to 
be promulgated that will give priority at 
refineries on shipments for overseas use.

Distribution Conference at Washington 
with Fuel Administrators of 


Five States. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 18, 1918 


The fuel administrators of five States 
formed a party which, last week, left St. 
Louis to confer with Fuel Administrator 
Garfield at Washington, regarding the 
distribution of oil, gas and coal in the 
Southwestern States this winter. The 
party included Administrators Wallace 
Crossley, of Missouri; John G. O’Kelley, 
of Louisiana; Emerson Carey, of Kansas; 
Wiley Blair, of Texas; H. C. Couch, of 
Arkansas; P. A, Norris, of Oklahoma, 
and J. C. Hall, assistant fuel administra- 
tor of Missouri.

TAMPICO-HOUSTON PIPELINE PLANNED TO 
TRANSPORT 70,000 BARRELS OF OIL A DAY 


Tampico, Mexico, Oct. 14, 1918. 


Tentative plans are under way by a 
group of the larger oil producing com- 
panies operating in the Tampico fields, to 
construct a double 10-inch pipeline from 
Tampico to either San Antonio or Hous- 
ton. Although the big project has pro- 
gressed little further than discussion and 
preliminary estimates of the cost of the 
proposed enterprise, it is under serious 
consideration with the view of accomp- 
lishment at the earliest possible time. 
One of the problems yet to be solved is 
whether an amendment to the treaty ex- 
isti between the United States and 
Mexico would be necessary in order to 
permit the crossing of the Rio Grande 
by the pipeline. It is thought that some 
international jurisdiction over the opera- 
tion of the line would have to be pro- 
vided, 

It is stated by competent engineers and 
practical oil men that the feasibility of 
the project is unquestioned. The line 
would be more than six hundred miles 
long—not much longer than the trunk 
pipelines that run between the Oklahoma 
fields and Texas Gulf ports. 

It is urged by American and British 
oil operators in Mexico that additional 
transportation facilities for their crude 
product must be provided in order to 
meet the development progress of the 
different fields. The shortage of tank 
steamers is a serious handicap to the 
business here. With a double 10-inch 
pipeline in operation approximately 70,- 


000 gallons of oil could be handled daily 
at low cost, it is claimed. 

Transporting oil by rail from Tampico 
to the United States is also receiving 
consideration. It is stated, however, that 
there are comparatively few tank cars 
in Mexico and it is almost hopeless to 
expect to obtain many of these cars 
from railroads in the United States. 

It is possible that the big iron and 
steel plant of the Monterey Iron and 
Steel Company, at Monterey, may be able 
to supply all of the iron pipe for the 
proposed line, or, at least, it is in posi- 
tion to furnish a part of it. It is rough- 
ly estimated that at present prices the 
material entering into a double 10-inch 
pipeline of the length proposed would cost 
in the neighborhood of $30.000,000. 

Building an_ international pipeline of 
this kind would be a small undertaking 
in comparison with constructing a pipe- 
line from Tampico to the City of Mexico, 
which project had been decided upon and 
work upon it was about to be started 
when the revolutionary outbreak eight 
vears ago upset the plans. The short line 
distance between this port and the capi- 
tal is something like six hundred miles. 
To reach the City of Mexico, however, 
the pipeline would have to mount from 
sea level to an altitude of more than s'x 
thousand feet within about fifty miles, 

If the plans for an international pipe- 
line are carried out it will be built and 
operated jointly by the three or more 
companies that mow have the matter un- 
der consideration.

OIL PROPERTIES 
TO BE SURVEYED 


Depletion of Values, Tax 
Bases, Etc., Information 
Sought. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 

The Treasury Department is about to 
make a survey of the oil properties in the 
United States to determine the taxable 
basis for the income and excess profits 
taxes. As a result of this survey, it is 
believed that a method will be adopted 
which can be used to determine the fu- 
ture production of oil properties. 

Ralph Arnold, of the Bureau of Inter- 
nal Revenue, Treasury Department, is in 
charge of this inventory of oil proper- 
ties. He left Washington Thursday to 
take active charge of the work. 

Two of the best experts of the Petro- 
leum Division, United States Bureau of 
Mines, have been loaned for several 
months to the Treasury Department to 
assist in making this oil property in- 
ventory. 

C. H. Beal, who has been acting chief 
of the Petroleum Division for several 
months, has been working on the method 
of determining future production. He has 
been developing the production cure and 
is preparing an important bulletin, with 
charts, which will soon be issued by the 
Bureau of Mines and which will be an 
important book of reference for oil de- 
velopment interests. 

Mr. Beal left Washineton Friday to a» 
sume his duties in charge of the Califor- 
nia oil fields, with headquarters in San 
Francisco. 

The nation-wide inventory of the oil 
properties covers the collection of ma- 
terial and data for the compilation of 
curves to determine the depletion of oil 
properties, so that the percentage of de- 
pletion may be subtracted from the gross 
incomes to determine the net incomes 
from which the income and excess profits 
taxes will be determined. A development 
of these curves of production are expect- 
ed to show the future yields of the respec- 
tive properties. This process has been 
a out in extensive detdil py Mr.

OILS AND CHROME 


Substitutes Sought by Germany with 
Prizes of 25,000 Marks. 


London, Sept. 19, 1918. 


A first prize of 20,000 marks and a sec- 
ond prize of 5,000 marks are being offered 
by the German Government for the so- 
lution of the three following problems:— 

1. A method of substituting for the cur- 
rying and dressing of leather, cod oil 
and other fish oils, as these are almost 
unobtainable. 

2. A substitute for chrome salts for the 
production of leather of the nature of 
chrome-tanned leather. 

3. A method that will result in the sav- 
ing of vegetable tanning material with- 
out affecting the quality of the leather. 

Eminent chemists have been appointed 
as judges. The problems are strongly 
suggestive of shortage in fish oils, chrome 
salts and tanning (vegetable) material. 








Oil Concession on 2,000-Square Mile 


Tract in British Guiana. 


London, Sept. 20, 1918. 


A press message from Georgetown, 
British Guiana, dated September 17, says 
that the Colonial Office has granted to 
Senor Alves, president of Boliver Conces- 
tions (Limited), 2,000 square miles in tha 
northwest district of the colony to explore 
for oil. It is understood that Senor Alves 
will send Mr. Reynolds from Venezuela 
to prospect, and if indicat'ons are favor- 
able, drilling will be undertaken.

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STERN FIELDS SHOW SLIGHT DECLINE 
IN NEW WORK AND IN PRODUCTION 


by the oil trade is now the best spot for de- 
velopment work east of the Mississippi. Good 
wells are the result of the drill, and work is 
under way in over fifty counties. Lee county 
is the most active section at this time, and 
Allen county, of the western division of the 
State, holds second place in new work. Owl- 
sey county is showing some production and 
will become active as soon as machines can 
be moved into the county. Barren county is 
also one of the coming spots, as is Warren 
county, with a possibility of many of the 
western counties developing oil flelds of note. 
With the Indian Refining Company now tak- 
ing oil in the western section of the State and

With the new work under way in 
Tennessee, it looks more than plausible for 
the big concerns to make an effort to get the 
oil, as through them the government will get 
better service. The pipe for a line can be 
had, and the sooner the Cumberland Company 
gets busy at it the quicker the large amount 
of production can be put on the market, With 
a pipeline that can handle the production of 
the three counties it would mean aggressive 
development work also in adjoining counties, 
for then the operator would feel as though he 
had a market for the oil and would rush work 
on leases now lying idle awaiting some kind

WESTERN CANADA REFINED OUTPUT SHOWS 
BETTER RETURNS FOR MONTH OF AUGUST 


Calgary, Alberta, Oct. 15, 1918. 
Figures of the refined output of the Calgary 
field for August showed an improvement over 


July. The August output amounted to 831 bar- 
rels of gasoline and 126 barrels of kerosene, 
sompared with 729 barrels of gasoline and 104 
barrels of kerosene in July. The local refining 
plants, as a result of the reduced demand, 
have accumulated considerable reserve stocks 
of gasoline for tractor plowing. 

The Southern Alberta No. 2 well, section 18- 
20-2, is being put on the pumps at 3,700 feet 
depth, It has at this depth an estimated pro- 
duction of 30 barrels a day without entering 
the main producing sand, encountered at 3,527 
in the Southern Alberta No. 1. This makes six 
producing wells in the Calgary field, with 
maximum capacity ranging from two 50 bar- 
rels a day. The output is, however, subject to 
the capacity of the local refineries and the 
condition of the pumps. The Alberta Petrole- 
um Consolidated No. 2, section 1-20-3, is put- 
ting in new pumps, and the output will be 
handled at the Calgary Petroleum Products 
plant. The latter is now being overhauled to 
handle the extra_crude. 

The Calgary Petroleum Products Company 
expects to have its casinghead gasoline plant 
in operation early in November. Labor and 
cable lack have shut down several important 
wells. 

The United Oils, Ltd., is putting through a 
scheme of reorganization which will enable it 
to resume drilling. The capitalization will be 
reduced to $500,000 under a Dominion charter. 
The company drilled a couple of dry holes in 
the Calgary fleld in the early stages of the 
boom, and later finished a 3,707-foot test in the 
Sweetgrass district, in a big 
gasser, having, according to estimates made 
public at the time, a capacity of 18,000,000 cubic 
feet. The company may enter the Peace River 
field. Besides the big gasser on Etzikum 
Coulee, the United Oils has,a working interest 
in the Beaver well at lk River, in the 
Sweetgrass district, which has been shut down 
for some time at 3,125 feet. 


Peace River Field. 


A summary of the results so far accomplished 
in the Peace River field indicates a fairly ex- 
tensive distribution of the oil sands. Oll- 
bearing formations have been reached in four 
wells. These are the McArthur No. 1, the 
McArthur No. 2 and the Three Creeks No. 1, 


which came 


all on the east side of the river, and the Tar 
Island No. 1 on the west side. The McArthur 
No. 1 is the farthest north and the Three 
Creeks. well the farthest south, the distance 
between them being approximately 4 miles, so 
that these tests fairly indicate the existence of 
the same oil-bearing formations underlying the 
entire four-mile stretch. The fleld is in ter- 
race or horizontal formation, and there are no 
indications that the formations are broken or 
faulted. 

Just north of Peace River village, and some 
15 miles south of the northernmost well, the 
Consolidated Oils has encountered formations 
similar to those in the wells farther north, the 
only difference being that the log shows a rise 
of approximately two feet per mile from the 
McArthur No. 1 to the Consolidated well. The 
Northern Pacific well on Brady Island, close 
to the west bank of the Peace, also shows 
similar formations. Neither of these tests, 
however, has yet reached the two more im- 
portant sands, though oil and gas indications 
have been encountered. 

Three additional tests are being located. The 
Alaska Packers’ interests have a Iccation two 
miles north of the McArthur No, 1, thus ex- 
tending the drilling fleld over a distance of 17 
miles. The Laycock syndicate is preparing to 
drill opposite Peace River village. The Com- 
munity Oils will drill on the west bank, near 
the Tar Island well. McArthur No. 3 has also 
a location on the west bank a short distance 
below the village. This gives a total of 10 
tests drilled, drilling or located. 


The Albersas Oil Company, of Saskatoon, 
will probably postpone its test near Three 
Creeks till next spring, but John Laycock and 
associates have secured the Albersas rig, and 
will drill this fall on section 31, on the opposite 
side of the river’ from Peace River village. 
The results of the Three Creeks Oil Company's 
test on section 12-85-21-5 have not yet been de- 
termined, but an oil showing has been encoun- 
tered. The Consolidated Oils’ test on river lot 
9, north of the village, is drilling steadily. The 
Community Oils, Ltd., has brought in a heavy 
American standard rig from the Calgary field, 
and will drill about 10 miles north of the 
village.

es Salt Creek Claims. 


Asserting that ‘‘the United States has no 
more rights to the oil land ciaims jn the Salt 
Creek eid than it Bas lo bbve.0n Culmons or 
Jnuependence Ha.l,"’ Krank G, Curtis, execu- 
live chairman of the Wyvuming branch of the 
American Mining Congress, files brief in 
answer to the guvernment’'s asserted claims on 
iands jn Wyoming’8’ big oil meld. The brief 
is legally supported by numerous _ cita- 
tions, and the contentions supported are that 
claimant of a immineral claim under section 
2,832, United States Kevised Statutes, is en- 
titled to patent to that claim, without aftirma- 
tively proving (1) record title; (2) a discovery; 
(3) posting a notice of claim upon the land, 
and (4) the original corner-posting or marking 
the limits of his claim. 

Under section 2,842, United States Revised 
Statutes, if the claimant shows that he is a 
citizen of the United States; that he has 
openly and notoriously held and worked the 
mineral claim, claiming it as his own, to the 
exclusion of all others, for the statutory pos- 
sessory period of the State or Territory in 
which the claim is situated, and showing that 
$5vu0 worth of permanent improvement work 
has been done upon it, he is entitled to a 
patent on it. 

Under the latter circumstances, location, dis- 
covery, and every other formality are presumed 
to have been fully and legally done and per- 
formed as a result of the possession and 
working of the claim for the statutory pos- 
sessory period. 


Oil Suit to Be Heard. 


It is understood at Casper that the suit of 
the government against the Midwest and other 
operators of the Salt Creek field is likely to 
be heard some time during the present moNMth. 
Lawyers for the companies involved and the 
government attorneys have reached a tentative 
agreement as to the time for trying the case, 
and, in the meantime, the government agents 
will not attempt to force the oil companies to 
suspend operations in the field. This agree- 
ment will enable the work of production to 
go on as usual, and the oil from the field will 
be refined at Casper and sold through the 
regular channels. The money derived from 
the sale of the oil from the area in litigation 
will be held until the case is decided. The 
money will be in the name of the oil operators 
until the case is decided. 


A Big Oil Gusher. 


The Lusk field has been placed definitely on 
the oil map when the Ohio Oil Company an- 
nounced the drilling in of a 1,000-barre] oil 
gusher in section 30-35, in the Lusk fleld, the 
oll flowing a hundred feet above the derrick. 
This is the first real oil well struck in that 
section of Wyoming, and causes no end of ex- 
citement and a rush of the oil men to the 
new El Dorado. 


All Over Wyoming. 


Shoshini is becoming quite an oil center. The 
town that formerly was only a little outfitting 
place for the sheep men on the ranges there is 
now spreading itself, and the people of the 
place are showing the right spirit in the mat- 
ter of town improvement by making things 
easy for the traveler. 

The Second Wall Creek sand gusher in the 
Salt Creek field, drilled in something over three 
weeks ago by the Midwest Refining Comnany, 
is still reported flowing at the rate of 7,000 
barrels a day, as that is the average produc- 
tion the past six days, and makes it one of 
the most notab!e wells in the country for tar 
and wide.

the Ranger field to Galveston is 310 miles,

Its daily capacity will be from 40,000 to 45,000 
barrels, and there will be five pump stations 
at intervals. The building of this line Is re- 
garded as a wartime necessity, and is sanc- 
tioned by the government. The Ojl Division 
is aiding in all pogsible ways, obtaining pipe 
and other material necessary to its construc- 
tion, 


325 Miles Long. 


The main line will be about 326 miles long, 
and if the terminal should be at Galveston, 
a spur will be built to accommodate the re- 
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fineries built further up on the ship channel 
Urders are being piacey lor ine pipe, and it 
is hoped that it will be completed and oll 
rupning through it im six er eigut mouths. 
While much of the oil will be shipped by 
tanks to Atlantic coast reiiveries, new refin- 
eries, besides those aiready completed er pre- 
posed, will no doubt be bui.t near the terminal 
of this Manumoth line. At the present time, 
Texas and Louisiana refine over one-tourth 
ot the refinery products o: the entire United 
States, Texas greatly in the iead.

Surrender Clause Decision. 


Additional details concerning latest surrender 
© ause decision are found in correspondence 
from Oklahoma City. The position of the 
Supreme Court on tne application of the sur- 
render clause in oil and gas leases, as pre- 
viously stated, is changed somewhat from the 
court’s holding in a fonmer case, in the deci- 
sion in the case of the Northwestern Oil and 


Gas Company vs. bimer L. and Mary E. 
Branine, handed dowa last week. The judg- 
ment of the Kay County District Court is 


reversed and the case remanded. 

The syilabus in tne present case indicated 
the position of the court, and says:— 

‘‘Where a cash bonis was paid for an oil 
and gas lease which provided that lessee 
shovid commence the drilling of a well twelve 
months from the date thereof or pay a quar- 
terly rental, and further provided that the 
lessee might at any time upon the payment 
of a further sum of $2 and all accrued liabili- 
ties, surrender the leased premises and termi- 
Nate ali future liabilities under the lease; 
held, that the cash bonus supports each and 
al: the covenants in the lease; and, held fur- 
ther, that the presence of a surrender clause 
in said lease did not render the same void for 
want of mutuality nor confer on the lesser 
the right to terminate said lease at will.’’ 

There was no dispute but that the tenms of 
the contract were being carried out. The 
Branines applied in the ‘Kay County District 
Court to cancel the lease and the court grant- 
el the application. In reversing the judg- 
ment the higher court holds that the terms of 
the contract were sufficient and binding, and 
having been accepted wy the lessors, and were 
being carried out, could not be annulled at 
the instance of the lessors under the surrender 
clause in the contracts. 

The court’s decision in the noted Brown- 
Wilson case some months ago said that In 
that case there was no mutuality of contract. 
In that case there was a contention that 
rentals were not paid when due. No such 
claim is offered in this case. 

The court, further discussing the present 
case, said:— 

“The fact that the lease conferred upon the 
lessee the option of drilling or paying or tak- 
ing advantage of the surrender clause and 
terminating the lease did not render same void 
for lack of mutuality. Options in leases 
granting to the lessee the privilege of pur- 
chasing the leased premises are valid, and 
such an option has been recognized in this 
State. And no good reason can exist why an 
option to terminate a lease of the character 
here involved when supported by a considera- 
tion, should not be upheld. Leases of this 
character have been before this court in a 
number of cases, and their validity has been 
recognized. 

“The decision in the Brown-Wilson case 
held that the $1 paid upon the execution of 
the lease supported only the first term or the 
period in which a well should be commenced 
and supported no other condition of the lease. 
When this oonstruction was placed upon the 
contract therein involved, it logically followed 
that the remaining conditions of the lease 
were without consideration. The decision in 
that case was also based upon the ground that 
lessees had made default in the payment of 
rentals according to the terms of the contract, 
and that the lessor had the right under the 
forfeiture clause to declare the lease at an 
end It ‘s urged that that portion of the 
opinion holding that the surrender clause ren- 
dered the lease unilateral and subject to be 
terminated at the option of the lessee, was in 
eonflict with previous provisions of this court. 
If it be kept in mind that the $1 paid up the 
execution of the lease was held not to support 
any condition f the lease other than the 
‘ering perlod, there would be no conflict. A 
icmber of cases decided by this court have 
presented for consideration leases wherein 
were contained a surrender clause, and prior 
to Brown vs. Wi'son in every instance leases 
have been upheld.” 5 


New Work Feature of Kan- 
sas Report for Sep- 
tember. 


Wichita, Kans., Oct. 16, 1918. 


A feature of Kansas for the month of Sep- 
tember was its new production, but the re- 
deeming feature of the State was the amount 
of new work starting, which is due to the fact 
that conditions are looking better for the pro- 
ducer. During the month of September 179 new 
rigs were under construction over the State, 
with 230 rigs already drilling. There were 372 
completions during the month, with 11,964 bar- 
rels of new production, divided among the dif- 
ferent counties as follows:—

Another increase in production in the 
North Louisiana oi] field brings the daily 
average up to 55,000 barrels. The Pine Isl- 
and district alone ig now crediteq with 
35,000 barrels a day, about 2,000 barrels be- 
ing produced in other heavy oll districts. 
Light Caddo oil amounts to 11,550 barre!s, 
while the De Soto and Red River fields pro- 
duce 6,500 barrels a day, 

The most important completion of the 
week was the Louisiana Oil Refining Cor- 
Poration’s Lane A-5 in section 19-21-14. 
which came in with an initial production of 
3,000 barrels a day, and is the largest pro- 
ducer that has been completed in the east- 
ern extension of the pool. 

The Fortuna Oil Company drew another 
lucky number in their No. 10 Raines, sec- 
tion 22-21-15, which is flowing at the rate of 
2,500 barrels a day, and their No. 1 Hamp- 
ton, in section 15-21-15, came in with an 
initial production of 1,000 barrels. This 
company, which started as one of the small 
independent companies in the Pine Island 
district, now ranks third in the list of North 
Louisiana producers, only the Gulf Refining 
Company and the Texas Company having a 
larger daily production.

PIPELINE AND SEA-LOADING LINE WORK 
FEATURE OF REPORTS FROM MEXICO 


Tampico, Mex., Oct. 5, 1918. 


The construction work at the Atlanta Com- 
pany’s hig enterprise in the lower fields is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily, and when completed 
will be one of the most important concerns of 
its kind in the republic. All the preliminary 
work—grading for tank sites, tank bottoms, 
fireways, etc.—has been completed, as well as 
the grading for the railway to be laid to the 
sea line. The grade for the railwey from the 
Lagoon side to the site of the loading station 
has been completed. All the railway cars have 
arrived and the locomotive is now in New Or- 
leans awaiting shipment. It is expected to be 
here within the next two weeks. 


Another Sea-Loading Line. 


The Cortez Oil Company will add to its load- 
ing equipment at Port Lobos by the installa- 
tion of another sea-loading line, making their 
loading facilities three lines. They now have 
two lines in successful operation, and the third 
will be laid as soon as the necessary material 
is assembled. They have received here and 
forwarded on to Port Lobos from the States a 
shipment of 21,000 feet of 10-inch pipe. This 
will be used in its pipeline from Tepetate to its 
terminal at Port Lobos. Within the next two 
weeks the company expects to receive an addi- 
tional lot of 18,000 feet of 10-inch pipe, which 
also will be used in the Tepetate-Port Lobos 
line. This pipe is to replace an equal length 
of 6-inch pipe now in the line, which was 
placed there provisionally until the 10-inch 
could be secured. 

With the substitution of the larger pipe the 
capacity of the line will be increased, and as 
soon as the pipeline is increased another sea- 
loading line will be installed and work on the 
company's loading station No. 1 will be begun. 
The present loading station is known as No. 2. 

The material for the new loading station has 
arrived and been sent down to Port Lobos, and 
a sufficient force of men will be put to work 
to have the line completed before the end of 
November, according to present plans. 

The 6-inch pipe that is being taken out of 
the main oil line will be used in the gas line, 
for which it originally was intended, as soon 
as the new 10-inch line is laid. 

Besides the oil and gas lines there is a water 
line of 4-inch capacity paralleling the other 
two lines. The water is taken from the Tan- 
cochin river, which furnishes a reliable supply 
of good water. 

The three lines are each about 20 miles in 
length, and while they were built rapidly care 
was taken to see that the work was well done 
and of a permanent character. 


It is not anticipated that there will be as 
much difficulty in pulling the next sea line as 
there was with the last one, as the experience 
gained will be utilized in the coming work. 


Liberty Loan Subscriptions. 


The office and field men of 
companies are responding libera.!y to the calls 
for funds for the Red Cross and other war 
causes. The Mexican Gulf Oil Company em- 
ployes are particularly patriotic. Last month 
they donated $755.16 to the Red Cross, and al- 
ready they have subscribed $37,000 to the 
Fourth Liberty Loan, The contribution to the 
Red Cross was not only the largest yet donated 
by the employes of the company, but it also 
was noteworthy as including practically every 
foreign employe of the company. 

The other companies are doing equally good 
work along this line. 

The Aguila (Mexican Eagle Oil Company) 
employes have contributed $34,350 to the Royal 
Patriotic Fund Corporation, an English war 
relief organization that was founded during the 
Boer war for the relief of widows and orphans 
of soldiers of the British empire. In addition 
to this fund the men have contributed gener- 
ously to the tobacco fund and also to the 
American Red Cross, War Savings Stamps and 
Liberty Bonds. 

There is great interest taken in the Fourth 
Liberty Loan here, and it is believed that 
Tampico’s contribution to this loan will be 
quite large. 

Field activities are at a low ebb. Very little 
is doing at any of the camps, and practically 
no new work is under way or in prospect.

IMPORT AND EXPORT CONTROL MAY BE EVEN 
STRONGER DURING PERIOD AFTER WORLD WAR 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 


Many important materials may be made 
subject to greater control than hereto- 
fore, according to conclusions which have 
been reached by expert bodies among the 
ieading mations. Government monopolies, 
it is thought, will become more common 
and exvort and import control may not 
cease at the conclusion of the war. 

These and other subjects are treated in 
a publication of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce which is entitled, 
‘Economic Reconstruction,’’ and is a gen- 
eral discussion of conditions which, it is 
believed, will follow the present struggle, 

Among the commodities which are re- 
ceiving attention are petroleum, spirits, 
nitrates, rubber, fibers, nonferrous metals, 
oil seeds and nuts, tanning materials, dye- 
stuffs. chemicals and pharmaceutical 
products. 

In order to carry out the recommenda- 
t‘ons of the Paris conference the British 
Government appointed in July, 1916, the 
Committee on Commercial and Industrial 
Policy After the War, which has just 
made its final report. The recommenda- 
tions of the committee regarding the con- 
trol of essential exports are to the effegt 
that, while a general embargo on e~- 
ports to enemy countries after the r 
or a continuation of the present s, ..em 
of rationing neutrals would be impractic- 
able and imexpedient, a policy of joint 
control by the British Empire and the 
allies during the transition period of the 
exports of certain products might be 
adopted for the purpose of carrying out 
the resolutions of the Paris conference. 
The products especially singled out are 
cotton yarns, wool, tops and yarn; jute, 
coal, oil seeds and nuts, hides and tan- 
ning materials, flax, hemp and timber. 

There is also a pronounced tendency 
among certain classes in Great Britain 
toward a policy of protection, temporary 
at least, for certain industries engaged 
in the manufacture of essential products, 
the so-called ‘‘key” industries. While 
this tendency is a direct result of the 
shutting off of imports of certain German 
products, like dyestuffs, chemical and 
pharmaceutical products, magnetos, etc. 
highly essential to British industries and 
military preparations, it may also be re- 
garded as a phase of tariff agitation, 
more or less closely connected with the 
older movement for tariff reform and im- 
perial preference. 


Graphite Import Regulations Modified. 
Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 


The War Trade Board has modified the 
earlier restriction upon the importation of 
graphite (plumbago). The new ruling (W. 








T. B. R. 271) which takes the place of 
WwW. T. B. 157, reads:— 
“No _ licenses for the importation of 


amorphous graphite (plumbago) shall be 
issued hereafter, except such shipments 
as are of Canadian origin and come over- 
land or by lake from Canada. or of Mex- 
ican origin and come -overland from 
Mexico, 

“Licenses may be issued for the impor- 
tation of graphite of crucible grade when 
the applications therefor are otherw’'se 
in order, and where the Chemical Sec- 
tion of the War Industries Board has ap- 
proved the issuance of said license, and 
has certified that ultimate consumers of 
the said graphite have been using at least 
20 per cent. of domestic or Canadian flake 
graphite in the manufacture of their 
yroducts.”’ . 


EXPORTS OF STEEL, 


Oil Well Supplies, Etc., Under New 
Schedule “XP” of War Boards 


The War Industries Board and the War 
Trade Board announce that on and after 
October 14, 1918, applications for licenses 
to export any article on Schedule “XP,” 
printed herewith, should be filed with the 
War Trade Board, and must include the 
following papers properly executed:— 

(a) One application, Form xX, to which 
should be attached 

(b) One each of such Supplemental Infor- 
mation Sheets as may be required by the 
rules and regulations of the War Trade 
Board to be used in connection with ship- 
ments of certain commodities and shipments 
to certain countries, and 

(c) New Supplemental Information Sheet, 
Form X-26, which will be ready for dis- 
tribution by the War Trade Board on and 
after October 14, 1918, 

The Priorities Committee of the War 
Industries Board has awarded priority 
classification ‘‘C’’ to all articles (on which 
priorities are issued) which are on the 
export conservation list of the War Trade 
Board and are covered by export licenses 
issued on and after October 16, 1918, 

The Priorities Committee announces 
that it undertakes, where necessary, to 
administer priority in the production of 
all raw materials and finished products 
save foods. feeds and fuel. The prefer- 
ence list promulgated by the Priorities 
Board forms the basis for the distribution 
of fuel, 

Schedule XP, under iron and steel, in- 
cludes oil well casing, line pipe, drive 
pipe. cast iron pipe. wrought iron amd 
steel pipe, poles, wire rope, cable and 
strand, consisting of 6 wires or more.

TRAINED WORKERS 


Will Be Furnished Essential Industries 
Through Co-operation of Trade 
Schools. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 


To mect the industrial shortage of 
trained and efficient shop men a com- 
prehensive system of educating men along 
technical lines has been adopted under 
the auspices of the United States we- 
partment of Labor. 

Connecticut is the first State to tender 
the services of its trade schools to the 
training and dilution service, although 
Several institutes in the larger industrial 
cities have already begun similar train- 
ing.

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POTASH FROM NEBRASKA SO PLENTIFUL 
THAT MARKET FOR PRODUCT IS LACKING 


Conference at Washington to Consider Whether Price Is 
too High or Fertilizer Industry Is Holding Off. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 

The statement made by Secretary Lane 
sast week that this country does not need 
German potash was confirmed this week 
at a conference between potash producers, 
leaders in the fertilizer industry, mem- 
bers of the Interdepartmental Committee 
on Fertilizer and other government offi- 
cials with William Wallace Mein, the 
Federal Fertilizer Administrator. 

It developed at this conference that 
there is a large amount of potash already 
produced for which there appears to be no 
market at the present time, in spite of the 
fact that this country is now producing 
only about 20 per cent. of normal. The 
potash surplus is principally from the Ne- 
braska lakes. 


Is Price Too High? 


The potash producers and fertilizer 
men were called in for a conference with 
overnment officials to determine whether 
the producers are putting the price too 
high or the fertilizer industry is holding 
off in the expectation of getting cheaper 
potash elsewhere. Some Po ae offi- 
cials admit that they did not get much 
satisfaction out of the conference, in spite 
of the fact that a spirited discussion was 
continued for three or four hours. 


Evidence has been laid before the gov- 
ernment officials that Nebraska lake pot- 
ash has been held for as high as $5 and 
$5.25 a unit. The fertilizer people have 
been able to get flue dust and cement mill 
dust and other sources of potash as low 
as $3 and $3.50, so that = have sup- 
plied themselves from these lo 
sources. 

Now that the air is full of peace talk, 
with Alsace and her potash mines ,going 
-. back to France, the fertilizer men appar- 
ently have been figuring that the prospect 
is ye that before spring, when they 
need most of their potash, they will be 
able to get it cheaper from the Alsace de- 
posits than from Nebraska Lake. 


Potash Kelp Recovery Plant in Cali- 
fornia to Be Operated 
Next Month. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 


The poreepmont potash plant at Sum- 
merland, Cal., for the recovery of potash 
from giant kelp weed will be operated on 
a commercial scale before the middle of 
November. This is the report which has 
been made to F, W. Brown, in charge of 
fertilizer investigations, and other offi- 
cials of the United States Bureau of Soils, 
by Dr. J. W. Turrentine, superintendent 
in charge of the experimental kelp plant. 

Dr. Turrentine has been on a trip East 
to attend a meeting of the General Chem- 
ical Society held in Cleveland and to re- 
port on the progress made at the Sum- 
merland plant. 

Practically all of the necessary ma- 
chinery has been installed, and the pro- 
duction of potash salts and by-products 
has already been proved a commercial 
success.

Potash Data Asked by Sen- 
ate Resolution. 


A resolution calling upon the 
U. S. Tariff Commission to trans- 
mit to the Senate any information 
it may have in regard to the pres- 
ent and prospective production of 
potash in the United States, or any 
place subject to its jurisdiction, the 
present sources of supply and the 
importations of potash, and also 
the present consumption of potash 
in the United States, itemizing the 
commodities into which it enters 
and the prospective demand for it 
upon the conclusion of the war, 
was introduced in the Senate 
Thursday by Senator Walsh of 


Montana. 


Germany Makes Larger Potash Con- 
tract with Sweden. 


Washington, Oct. 19, 1918. 


The War Trade Board has a report 
that Germany and Sweden have entered 
into a new agreement for exports of pot- 
ash salts from the central country to 
the Scandinavian nation. This agreement 
provides for shipments of such salts 
equivalent to 40,000 tons of pure potash 
during the coming year. This is a larger 
amount than was shipped in the preced- 
ing year. ‘The price also is increased. 
The cutting off of the United States and 
allied countries as markets for German 
potash has made possible the increased 
trade with Sweden. 


Holland Soon to Perfect Rationing 
Agreement with Allies. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. , 


Negotiations for a rationing agreement 
between Holland and the associated gov- 
ernments, which have been at a standstill 
Since last January owing to Holland's 
inability to execute the conditional basis 
of agreement then provisionally decided 
upon on account of German opposition 
and interference, will, it is expected, 
shortly be resumed. Discussions which 
have been for some time in progress re- 
garding the site of these negotiations 
have resulted in, the choice of London, 
where the earlier negotiations were also 
held, and the new government of Hol- 
land, resulting from the recent elections 
in that country, may be expected soon to 
designate delegates to participate in these 
negotiations. 


POTASH RECOVERY PROJECTS UNDERTAKEN 
IN GREAT BRITAIN AS WAR MEASURE 


At the beginning of the war the depend- 
ence ot Great Britain upon Germany for 
potash was keenly felt by those wnu 
were charged with the manufacture of 
optical] and scientific glass, in which pot- 
ash is an essential factor. % 

Germay enjoyed the monopoly of pot- 
ash by reason of the fact that the largest 
and best-developed deposits in the world 
are within its borders, dround Stassfurt. 
The mines are controlled and protected 
by the State and are capable of supplying 
the world’s demands. The State control 
allocates the output and fixes the prices 
in order to create and maintain the mo- 
nopoly. In 1913 the total sales of Ger- 
man potash amounted to 1,110,274 metric 
tons, with an estimated value of $49,- 
680,000. Im the same year potash salts to 
the value of $6,709,555 were imported into 
Great Britain, the share of Germany be- 
ing $4,456,655, and that of the Unitea 
States $14,337. Other countries contribut- 
ed in the following order:—France, Rus- 
sia, British India, Belgium, Japan, Neth- 
erlands, Italy, Sweden, Portugal and 
Camada, 


Shortage of Potash Felt. 


With practically two-thirds of the im- 
port of potash stopped by the declaration 
of war, the British Ministry of Munitions 
was faced with a most difficult problem. 
Potash is needed for the manufacture of 
explosives, but saltpeter from India goes 
far in taking its place, and it was the 
need of pure potassium carbonate, for 
the making of optical glass for periscopes, 
gun sights, etc., that made itself most 
elt. 

Later came the urget need of potash 
manure, when the stocks held in the coun- 
try began to fail and the soil to become 
impoverished. Experts estimate that the 
soil of Great Britain requires no less 
than 30,000 tons of potash per annum, po- 
tassium salts being particularly required 
for flax, potatoes and vegetable crops. 
Medicinal requirements, too, had to be 
satisfied, and a very great number of 
other industries begam to feel the short- 
age. It is said that the new British dye 
industry demands about 10,000 tons of 
caustic potash per annum, and soap, 
cocoa and match factories make large 
ealls for this product. also. 

In June, 1917, the Ministry of Munitions, 
alarmed at the situation, opened the Pot- 
ash Production Branch, to work out the 
results of very valuable experiments 


made by Mr. Kenneth M. Chance, one of 
the directors of the British Cyanides Com- 
pany (Ltd.), and Mr. Lennox Leigh, of 
the North Lincolnshire Iron Company, 
in producing potash as a by-product or 
the blast furnace. 


By-Product of the Blast Furnace. 


In the autumn of 1915 the British Cv- 
anides Company and the North Lincoln- 
shire Iron Company had conducted a joint 
investigation of the possibilities of col- 
lecting dust from their blast-furnace 
gases and working it up into commercial 
products, but it was not until the begin- 
ning of 1916 that direct experiments were 


begun, After a long period of laborious 
scientific research, Mr. Chance developed 
the idea that by adding a small propor- 
tion of common salt (chloride of sodium) 
to the charge of the furnace, the potash 
in the ore could be released and volatil- 
ized with the outpouring gases as potas- 
sium chloride. Tests on a large scale 
showed that this process not only released 
very much larger quantities of potash 
from the dust, but that it in no way 
injured the quality of the pig iron or the 
lining of the furnaces. The result of 
these experiments was an estimate or 
50,000 tons of potassium salts to be pro- 
duced per annum from blast-furnace dust 
alone, This, it is believed, is sufficient to 
meet the needs of the entire country. 

In order to deal with the blast-furnace 
dust as a raw material for potash pro- 
duction, the British Potash Company was 
formed, One-half of the shares in this 
company are held by the government and 
the other half by the British Cyanides 
Company (Ltd.), the North Lincolnshire 
Iron Company (Ltd.) and Messrs. John 
Lysaght (Ltd.). There are three directors 
representing the private interests and 
three representing the government inter- 
ests. A factory erected at Oldbury, near 
Birmingham, equipped: with a most mod- 
ern plant and designed to turn out from 
400 to 500 tons of potassium chloride per 
week is at present in operation, and the 
period of scarcity has now passed. It 
is part of the scheme to erect a conver- 
sion factory, where the chloride not 
needed for agricultural purposes may be 
converted into other refined potash salts. 
Other factories in the neighborhood of 
blast furmaces are contemplated, and 


there are hopes of obtaining especially 
iarge quantities of potash from the im- 
portant Cleveland iron district. 


Government Control. 


AS a necessary consequence of blast- 
furnace dust becoming such an important 
raw material, it was found that govern- 
ment control in handling it would be 
necessary. Therefore, in August, 1917, the 
blast-furnace dust control order was pub- 
lished, followed in. February, 1918, by the 
potassium compounds control order. Thus 
orders control all dealings in potash salts, 
namely, chloride, carbonate, sulphate and 
hydroxide. Pending the development of a 
greater output of potash manure from the 
factory at Oldbury, arrangements have 
been made with the Food Production De- 
partment of the Board of Agriculture, 
whereby blast-furnace dust of standard 
qualities has. been made available for di- 
rect service as a fertilizer. Transactions 
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in blast-furnace dust are all carried 
under license from the Potash Product 
Branch of the Ministry of Munition 
through agents specially appointeg b 
Food Production Department, ¥ the

POTASH INDUSTRY IN GERMANY HARD HIT 


BY WAR—MANY 


The Imperial Government has submit- 
ted to Parliament an exhaustive memo- 
randum on the financial situation of the 
potash industry in war time. The memo- 
randum is to justify the new Dill increas- 
ing the prices of potash. It points out 
that, apart from the higher market value 
of its securities, the potash industry has 
suffered from the war considerably more 
than many other industries, and that a 
further increase of pdtash prices does 
not appear to be an unjust burden on 
German agriculture in view of its pres- 
ent profits. In reference to market con- 
ditions it is stated that the loss occa- 
sioned by export embargo and the total 
cessation of exports to the United States 
has been partly made rood by increased 
sales im neutral countries, and in Ger- 
many, as the growing scarcity of nitro- 
gen and phosphoric acid stimulated the 
demand for potas8h salts. Exports to neu- 
tral and (German) allied countries dur- 
ing 1913-1917, total sales, and per cent. 
consumed by agriculture and by indus- 
tries are shown in the following table,

The gradual consolidation of the potash 
mines, commenced in peace time, became 
all the more urgent in war time, as the 
rumber of mines in operation had in- 
creased from 191 on August 1, 1914, to 209 
on January 1, 1918.

FEDERAL EDICT 


Forces American Agricultural Chemi- 
cal Company to Promise to End 
Fat Purchase Practices. 


Washington, Oct. 19, 1918. 


An order to discontinue the practice of 
purchasing, or offering to purchase, raw 
materials in the fertilizer industry at 
prices ‘‘tunwarranted by trade conditions 
and so high as to be prohibitive to small 
competitors, particularly in the city of 
Philadelphia and in Atlantic City,’”’ has 
been entered against the American Agri- 
cultural Chemical Company, of Connecti- 
cut, and the Brown Company, Inc., of 
Trenton, N. J., by the Federal Trade 
Commission. The former company admits 
and the commission finas that it owns 
the stock of the Brown company. 

The Federal tribunal states that the two 
concerns entered the markets of the two 
cities mentioned with bids for animal 
fats, etc., which were prohibitive to small 
competitors and which were ‘‘calculated 
and designed to and did tend to destroy 
certain small competitors in these areas.’’ 
Its order to discontinue the practice was 
issued upon agreement with the two com- 
panies which waived the right to intro- 
duce testimony in support of the practice.

Burlap Prices Established for Period 
Ending February 1, 1919.

The market has been featured 
throughout the week by the strengti 
f the Spanish influenza remedial 
¢ nts. Buying on this account has 
ee te especially as concerns cam- 


heavy, : 
ae asafoetida, quinine, aspirin, anti- 
pyrene, oil of eucalyptus, and acetphen- 
etidin. 


Of these materials, the developments 
in gum camphor provided the spectacu- 
Jar, as well as possibly the most impor- 
tant development of the period. The 
spectacular element is to be found in 
the rapid advance of price on Japanese 
refined material wnder the _ steady 
shrinkage in spot supplies. Conserva- 
tive operators have done a carefully re- 
stricted business on the basis of $3.50, 
$3.75 and $4 per pound. By “restricted” 
is meant control of their sales, to the 
end that the material would not reach 
speculative hands, but would move di- 
rectly to consuming agencies needing 
supplies to assist in combating the epi- 
demic, The speculative element in the 
market have sold goods as high as $4.50 
per pound, and it was not uncommon 
to hear $5 per pound camphor men- 
tioned in the market. 

From a more significant and funda- 
mental point of view, the situation, as 
it has developed during the past week 
especially, and coincidently throughout 
the past three weeks, has a direct bear- 
ing on an established American indus- 
try which, badly hampered for want of 
raw material to fill government as well 
as regular trade demands, is facing the 
possibility of being at least temporarily 
eliminated as a producing factor. 

The American camphor refiners are 
in a position at the close of the week of 
being unable to offer any material 
whatsoever. Events have tended strong- 
ly toward this faux pas and during the 
past week it was stated that there 
seems to be no immediate prospect cf 
betterment large enough to permanently 
improve the industry‘s badly needed 
supply of crude. Until it is possible to 
produce camphor on a commercial 
scale by sythetic process, the shortage 
in crude material in Japan—a _ situa- 
tion fully capitalized by the Japanese 
Monopoly Bureau—will hold the Amer- 
ican refiners to narrow limits and tend 
to further the shipment of Japanese 
refined material to this market, which 
at the close of the present week is cer- 
tainly dependent on the limited spot 
supplies of Japanese refined gum for 
the satisfaction of the urgent needs 
of the moment. 

The week’s eventuations in the other 
materials mentioned above have been 
‘less startling, if none the less notewor- 
thy. Quinine has been in keen demand 
for purposes of actual consumption. The 
price advance was not sharp and illus- 
trates thoroughly how steady the mar- 
ket for this sensitive material can be 
when the transactions are based on ac- 
tual consuming needs and not on spe:z- 
ulative activity. Acetphenetidin recov- 
ered from its long period of somnolence 
and under the urgent need of the mo- 
ment, rose sharply in price, closing 
strong at $5 per pound. 

Crude drugs have been steadily in 
demand throughout the week and de- 
velopments were not lacking eithér 
among the well-known and sensitive 
members of the group or among the 
more stable materials. Balm of Gilead 
buds have reached a position which 
May almost be called nominal. Un- 
der present prices there is a tendency 
to anticipate an early gathering of 
buds and by artificial drying bring 
forward material to take advantage 
of the present ruling levels. 

Arnica flowers have developed 
marked weakness of late and there is 
present in the market a pronounced 
disposition to reduce prices under 
competition, Further declines ‘came 
out during the week, and the close 
Was without interest to sellers. Can- 
nabis of domestic cultivation came in 
for a further reduction, which move- 
ment is based on the availability of 
larger supplies of new crop goods. 
Althea root seems due for a period of 
Strength and the price advanced un- 
der the stronger undercurrents which 
Sellers generally report. | Blood root, 
ipecac and mandrake also were strong 
contenders for the achievement of 
new and record levels. 

Back of all the crude drug develop- 
ments lie the prime motive force of 
lowered primary market yield, and 
from this Situation there seems to be 
no immediate hope upon which con- 
sumers may pin their expectations 
and desires, Prices during the coming 
menon are more or less certain to 
either advance or hold steadily to nar-

tion of peppermint oil prices. While 
the surface of the market holds stead- 
ily at $5.25 per pound, there appears 
to be something unsound at the cen- 
ter of the situation, for it is possible 
to purchase the material as low as 
$5.10 per pound at the close of the 
week, The demand for oil of eucalyp- 
tus as an influenza ameliorative agent 
brought out a sharp uplift by the mid- 
dle of the week, and sellers’ ideas 
strengthened as the week drew to a 
close. The balance of the list showed 
minor fluctuations, but the general 
prevailing tone for some time past re- 
mained steady and firm at the close. 
Activity during the trading was 
largely localized within the sphere of 
influenza combatants. Strong currents 
have swept the various groups in the 
market, and the following table of ad- 
vances and declines, followed by the 
more intimate market reviews, reveal 
the essential developments of the pe-

The epidemic of Spanish influenza 
has served to strengthen the market 
measurably during the past week and 
in all hands the situation is deemed 
stronger at the end of the week. It 
was stated during the period that the 
past two weeks have seen the absorp- 
tion of as much as 100,000 ounces of 
sulphate, and holders of the material 
are very firm in their views. Little 
speculation seems to have featured 
trade, and it is likely that, in the pres- 
ent period of activity, a good percent- 
age of purchases is for actual con- 
sumption.

Supplies on the spot dwindled 
rapidly under the consuming inquiry 
and close to the close the best price ob- 
tainable was $3,75 per pound for 
prompt delivery material. For nearby 
futures—material actually in New 
York but not cleared from customs up 
to Friday—the price was $3.50 per 
pound, and sales from this lot were 
restricted to small quantities moving 
into actual consumption in connection 
with the Spanish influenza epidemic. 

The American camphor refiner’s 
pr.ces have either been withdrawn or 
are Wholly nominal. As there are buy- 
ers in the market for material needed 
to cover their obligations, -it is under- 
stood that they have.little or nothing 
to offer. Control of the market for 
the American refiner’s product has 
passed at least temporarily into re- 
sellers’ hands and for the immediate 
future, no sun of relief can be seen 
even remotely attempting to break 
through the clouds diminishing sup- 
plies of crude which the Japanese Mo- 
nopoly Bureau, together with the legit- 
imate action of a shortage in Japan’s 
camphor, has drawn down on _ the 
American refiner. 

Elsewhere in this issue of the Re- 
porter appears a statistical table cov- 
ering information based on figures 
drawn from official sources at Wash- 
ington. One interesting feature to the 
report is the fact that whereas there 
was a profound increase in the July 
importations of crude camphor—ac- 
companied by a most striking and se- 
vere curtailment of receipts of Japan- 
ese refined material—there was an ac- 
tual decline in price of crude in Japan 
to the extent of 5 per cent. To offset 
this there stands the record of the 
movement of American refiner’s prices 
on spot—a movement which developed 
a 5 per cent. rise in prices. The net 
result so far as American refined ma- 
terial is concerned was a balanced ad- 
vance of 11 per cent. in Japanese re- 
fined prices on spot. 

The best informed of the American 
camphor refiners feel that the solution 
for their present unfortunate position 
will be the development of a synthetic 
industry with a possible coincident ex- 
pansion of the embryonic camphor de- 
velopment in Florida. 


Prices at the close of the market 
were exceedingly problematical. Un- 
der carefully restricted conditions, it 
was possible to buy material on the 
basis of $3.50 per pound, with delivery 
assured within a length of time neces- 
sary to pass the material through the 
customs. The genera] quotation em- 
braced a range represented in the fig- 
ures $3.75@4.50 per pound. American 
refiners’ figures, having been with- 
drawn because of inability to fill or- 
ders generally, were purely nominal. 

CHICLE.—The material is variously 
priced on the spot, quotations as high 
as $1.20 per pound being mentioned. 
The inside at the close seemed to be 
$1.10 per pound. Although § slightly 
lower quotations were mentioned in 
some quarters but not substantiated. 

GUAIAC.—Weaker holders of small 
lots were noted offering at $1.70 per 
pound for whole and $1.90@2 per 
pound for powdered material.

Prices have been generally well sus- 
tained throughout the week and the 
close was firm.

CUMMIN.—The material is being 
quoted on the spot at $10@11 per pound, 
despite the fact that some sellers are 
mentioning as high as $11.75 per pound 
for the oil. Stocks of the same are not 
heavy, but consumption has lagged 
somewhat, and the undertone of the 
market has become considerably easier. 

EUCALYPTUS.—The Spanish influ- 
enza epidemic has developed a stronger 
call for the oil, and prices advanced 
sharply throughout the week. At the

PEPPERMINT.—Conditions in the 
primary market have changed but little, 
and the status quo is being maintained 
without apparent effort.

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NEW YORK SECTION. 
American Chemical Society Told of 


Value of Import Chemicals Census. 


The first meeting of the New York sec- 
tion of the American Chemical Society 
was held on Friday evening, October 11, 
in Rumford Hall, East 41st street, New 
York. There was an attendance of about 
100. 

Preceding .the meeting a portrait of the 
late Charles M. Hall, presented to the 
Chemists’ Club, was unveiled. Mr. El- 
wood Hendrick had charge of this part of 
the program and introduced Professor 
Chandler, who spoke intimately of Mr. 
Hall, with whom he was associated dur- 
ing the litigation following the Hall in- 
vention of the process for the production 
of metallic aluminum. 

Arthur V. Davis, president of the Alum- 
inum Company of America and scheduled 
to deliver an address, was unable to be 
present. 

Cc. D. Snow and C. P. Hopkins, both of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, spoke on the various activities of 
the bureaeu. 

Dr. E. R. Pickrell, special agent of the 
bureau, emphasized the value of the im- 
port chemicals census, now in process ot 
compilation, and which it js planned to 
complete by the first of next year. The 
census covers the year prior to tne war; 
a census will be taken yearly hereafter. 

Dr. Bernhard C. Hesse, chairman of a 
committee cooperating with the Bureau 
of Commerce, was next introduced by 
Dr. Charles H. Herty, Past President of 
the American Chemical Society and pre- 
siding officer at the meeting. 

The speaker, who was sponsor for the 
census, has made a further suggestion to 
the authorities—that of an appendix 
which will make an analysis of about 
4,000 import entries of chemicals, ob- 
tained from thousands of invoices at cus- 
tom houses throughout the United States, 
which entries will be subjected to study 
by the Geological Survey and Department 
of Agriculture, with the view of making 
it possible for this country to assume its 
rightful place of preeminence in chemicals. 


BENZOL SUIT. 


Waugh Chemical Corporation Charges 
John Reston with Selling on Con- 
tract He Did Not Hold. 


The Waugh Chemical Corporation, 
New York, has instituted an action in 
the Supreme Court, New York, to recover 
$3,265.80 from John Reston, alleging fraud. 
An application was made to the court on 
September 6 last for the arrest of the de- 
fendant; he was placed under arrest and 
released on bail September 13. 

The complainant, including Eugene 
Waugh and Julius Wolff—members of the 
complainant corporation—alleges that the 
defendant asserted that he had a con- 
tract with the McKinney Steel Company, 
of Cleveland, for the sale of benzol at 3ilc. 
per pound; that he sold two tank cars, 
containing 21,000 pounds, to the General 
Electric Company, of Schenectady, for 
the delivery of which he did not possess 
adequate finances, and asked plaintiff to 
furnish one-half the purchase price, 
which he would remit, with an additional 
one-half, to the McKinney Company. The 
promise to pay the loan upon receipt of 
payment from the electric company, to- 
gether with an equal division of profits 
resulting from the sale of the latter, is 
ascribed to the defendant by the com- 
plainant. 

After payment was made for one-half 
purchase price by the plaintiff, it was 
found that the McKinney Company had 
no cohtract with Reston, who had failed 
to repay loan, according to the charge. A 
letter from the Cleveland concern stated 
that Reston had been a customer of 
theirs, but paid a higher price than the 
one he had specified to the Waugh Cor- 
poration had been obtained: also, that a 
shipment had been ordered sent by di- 
rection of Reston, but was later diverted 
on account of -‘‘failure to live up to 
terms.” 

The defendant has asked the court to 
dismiss the complaint, stating that the 
money involved ‘‘was not used or con- 
verted to his own use.” , 


NITRATE OF POTASH 


Recovery from Blast Furnace Dust Is 


Urged in Great Britain. 


London, Sept. 24, 1918. 

Great interest is* taken in England in 
the efforts that are being made to pro- 
duce nitrate of potash from blast fur- 
nace dust. The preliminary experiments 
have so far proved Successful that partly 
under government auspices a factory has 
been erected and equipped capable of 
producing 400 to 500 tons per week at a 
nominal cost, and steps are being taken 
to supplement it by a conversion plant, 
in which the chloride not meeded for 
fertil’zer for agricultural purposes may 
be converted into refined potash salts. 
Both the nitrate of potash and various 
potash compounds were, before the war, 
imported in very considerable quantities 
from abroad, Germany supplying two- 
thirds, valued at nearly a million pounds 
sterling. Other factories besides the one 
referred to will be‘ erected in England 
in the neighborhood of blast furnaces and 
an effort made to give an out-turn of pot- 
ash sutlicient for the needs of agriculture 
in the first place, and for use in the 
glass, soap, dye and other industries de- 
pendent upon potash in its various forms.

All 
of those are in what may be termed 
the nominal class, there being only a 
pare market for fustic in particular, 
while available supplies of the others 
named are limited to the smallest kind 
of quantities. The market for gambier 
shows more activity and prices have 
become firmer under the stress of 
better inquiry, removing the trend to- 
ward easiness which was noted several 
weeks past. Cutch is hard to locate at 

1. 
a is receiving a steady call 
and stocks are hard to find also, with 
transactions few and offers not gener- 
ally made in the open market at tne 
nominal prices which are heard. Some 
small quantities of vegetable albumen 
largely used as a substitute for the 
plood material are reported available 
for spot dealings, and fair business is 
reported. There are only limited quan- 
tities of egg yolk to be found likewise, 
and these are tightly upheld in price 
by the few sellers offering. In the 
market for dextrines there is a similar 
position of tightness based upon the 
inability of sellers to offer anything 
like sizable quantities, and the trading 
therein has become small and the mar- 
ket somewhat quieter. 

Another item which is receiving a 
fairly active demand at present is coch- 
ineal, but sellers have little to offer. 
This is true of indigo, the natural kind, 
which is in better demand because of 
the fact that the offerings of synthetic 
indigo are limited. No divi divi beans 
are to be found in the local trading, 
_ _—— continue to be scarce 
articles. 

The chemical descriptions are ruling 
quiet and unchanged, with the bichro- 
mates showing a fair business, though 
of small character. Offers are not 
heavy, but buying is not, either, and 
the potash and soda materials are both 
just about steady at recently prevall- 
ing levels. There is still considerable 
competition for business in the soaa 
material, and this has a tendency to 
keep that market in an unsettled po- 
sition, though it is admitted that any 
sizable increase in buying demand 
would have an effect of advancing 
prices forthwith. The prussiates are 
also quiet and just about steady, with 
consumers showing but little interest 
in either the potash or soda kinds. 
Zine dust is moving in a routine fash- 
ion, but is steady, owing to the fact 
that producers do not consider current 
supplies as excessive. There have

ANNATTO.—Activity continues to be 
fair in this market, and as stocks are 
just about sufficient for the cal] from 
consumers, sellers are experiencing no 
difficulty in getting their asking price 
of 8%@llic. per pound for the seed 
quality and 33@34c. per pound for the 
fine material. The undertone is firm. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—Movement of 
antimony salts is confined to small lots 
owing to the scarcity of the material, 
and there is an appearance of dullness 
to the situation because of the falling 
off in the demand, brought about by 
the scarcity of stocks. Small offers of 
the 65 per cent. salt are reported on 
the basis of 70c. per pound. There 
are no offers being made of the 47 
per cent. or the 75 per cent. kinds in 
the local market at present, and prices 
are therefore unobtainable. 

BICHROMATES.—Quietness pre- 
vails in the markets for both of the 
bichromates. The soda material is 
named in fair amounts at 21@23c. per 
pound,, with the inside price named in 
one quarter for carloads and the out- 
side for smaller quantities. The gen- 
erally prevailing inside figure jis 22c. 
among second hands, who state that 
stocks are not large, but that they are 
sufficient for more business. Some 
producers hold out for 24c. per pound 
and report a steady call for deliveries 
under old contracts. The potash ma- 
terial is moving in small parcels only 
and there are some resale offers on 
the basis of 42@43c. per pound, with 
producers naming the top figure of 44c. 
per pound for prompt shipments. 

BRAZIL WOOD.—This market is at 
present virtually bare of stocks and 
prices are nominal at $50@70 per ton, 
according to quantity and variety of 
wood sought. No offers are being made: 
however, at any figure, as no arrivals 
are coming into the open market with 
such cargoes as do appear being con- 
signed direct to consumers and small, 
in accordance with the recently estab- 
lished regulations of the War Trade 
Board, reducing the imports of this 
commodity. 

COCHINEAL.—Smal] parcels of 
cochineal are reported changing hands 
at 80c.@$1 per pound, according to the 
variety and amount. There are but 
small stocks of this material available, 
and sellers are not pressing their of- 
fers. Demand is fair and the under- 
tone firm. 

CUTCH.—Recently available stocks 
of cutch have been well absorbed by 
the active demand which still con- 
tinues, and the market has again as- 
sumed a nominal position. This is 
particularly true of the kind originat- 
ing in Rangoon, no prices being heard 
for such in boxes, while very smull 
quantities of Borneo bales are offered 
nominally at 21@23c. per pound, 
South American cutch, in slabs, is not 
priced either, the market being bare 
just at present. Cutch liquid extract 
is receiving a good cal] at 12@14c. per 
pound. 

DEXTRINES.—Current production 
is well taken up in the market for 
dextrines, and there are virtually no 
offers of goods in the spot market, 
dealers confining their operations to 
future deliveries in corn material, 
which was last nriced at 8@8%c. per 
pound, according to quantity and 
grade. This is more or less true also 
of potato dextrine, at 20@20%c. per 
pound, and of the various kinds of 
starches. There are some small 
parcels of Japanese potato starch 
being offered on the basis of 13@14c. 
per pound, according to quantity and 
quality, and some domestic potato 
starch in bags at 12%@l3c. per pound, 
these latter figures being the same as 
heretofore quoted. There is an active 
demand reported for all classes, and 
producers are finding it difficult to 
keep abreast of the call. 

DIVI-DIVI.—Nog offers of divi-divi 
are heard in this market, while there is 
a fair consuming inquiry in hand. The 
market is reported as bare of stocks, 
and such cargoes as are coming in re- 
ported going direct to consumers. 
Prices last heard were from $70 to 
$80 per ton, according to quantity, 
quality and seller. It is stated that 
there is little probability of any of 
these beans being offered in the open 
market for some time to come because 
of the government’s recently an- 
nounced rules, allocating this and 
other dyeing and tanning materials. 

FUSTIC.—The market for fustic 
sticks is bare of stocks. Such arrivals 
as are reported occasionally are 
going direct to consumers from ship- 
pers, and there are no stocks reach- 
ing the open market at present be- 
cause of the government restrictions 
on this material. Last prices heard in 
the spot market ranged from $70 to

There has been no change in the 
labor situation in the Southern phos- 
phate rock fields, but there have been 
0 strikes, and no curtailment of pro- 
duction. Some complaint is made by 
rock miners that it is again becoming 
difficult to secure cars. There has 
ween nO announcement made as yet of 
the October prices on nitrate of soda, 
and no change in the sulphate of am- 
monia situation. There is some re-sale 
ulphate of ammonia offered from time 
to time, and it brings around eight 
ents a pound. The resales offerings, 
however grow less and less, and are 
mot sufficient to make a market.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS.

NITRATE OF SODA.—There has 
not yet been an Official announcement 
of the price of nitrate of soda for this 
month by the government. The de- 
mands of the government are increas- 
ing rather than diminishing and the 
amount available for use as a fer- 
tilizer material is very small. There 
does not seem any chance of any 
change in the situation in the near fu- 
ture, and the peace talk is not causing 
consumers to indulge in any hopes of 
an improved situation is time to have 
any effect this season. The manufac- 
turers of commercial fertilizer expect 
to have to supply the spring demand 
with no greater supply of nitrates than 
is now in sight. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
will come a time when there will be 
enough of this material to supply all 
the demands of the fertilizer trade, 
but that time is not yet at hand. There 
is not apt to be any material change 
in the situation in the immediate fu- 
ture, unless it should be stricter gov- 
ernment regulations to keep sulphate 
of ammonia out of the hands of the 
middleman. There is not much offer- 
ing at resale, as it is, and the situation 
is unchanged. The government’s de- 
mands are just as great, and even 
greater, than they have been; and pro- 
ducers have very little to offer to the 


rade. 
; PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—tThere is a 
fair demand for acid phosphate from 
the fertilizer trade, but no particular 
change in the situation. Producers 
are not booking much future business 
as yet, but there is not as much talk 
of an advance as there has been. There 
is no shortage in sight in this line, and 
futures are a shade easier than they 
have been. There is no material 
change in the situation, however, and 
the price is still $18 in this market. 

BONES.—There are not large stocks 
of any sort of bones in this country, 
and that gives the market a steady 
tone. There has been no change in the 
situation since our last report, and 
prices this week have been unchanged. 
Rough hard are quoted at $30@32 a ton; 
soft steamed, unground, at $24; ground 
steamed at $31@3750, according to the 
per cent. of ammonia; and raw ground 
at $50. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK. — There has 
been no change in the prices of phos- 
phate rock this week. The situation 
shows but few changes. There is more 
trouble in obtaining cars than there 
has been for some time, and in this 
respect the situation is not encourag- 
ing. However, just at this time there 
is no urgent demand for prompt deliv- 
ery, as many consumers are short of 
labor, and are not urgent in their de- 
mands for attention. The labor situa- 
tion is about the same as it has been 
for some time. The men have not yet 
agreed to any terms presented by the 
producers, but there have been no 
strikes. tI looks now as if there would 
be none. There are prospects of im- 
provement in the export situation dur- 
ing the winter, but producers are not 
building their hopes too high upon this. 
The demand is not particularly active 
just now. Sixty-e'ght per cent. Florida 
land pebble rock is quoted at $5 per 
ton, and 75 per cent. at $7.50@8.00. 


POTASHES 


There is a sharp competition of a 
certain class in this market, and im- 
porters and dealers are prone to attack 
the low grade muriate of potash pro- 
duced in this country, and to claim 
that it has no right to be listed as mu- 
riate of potash. The claim that it con- 
tains borax that is injurious has been 
exploded by the government's experts, 
but it is.still a claim that is made. 
However, there is a demand for domes- 
tic low grade goods that is equal to 
production, and the business seems to 
hold out great prospects of future de- 
velopment. There is a little Japanese 
muriate on the market just now, but 
considerable is reported on the way. 
There is a ready market for all of this 
material that Japan is able to send 
here, and it is offered at a price that 
enables it to control the market as long 
as there is a stock on hand, There has 
been no change in the quotations since 
our last report, and little change in the 
general market situation. 

PYRITES.—There continues to be a 
good demand for domestic concen- 
trates which has been increased by the 
ruling of the government that they 
must be used by acid makers instead 
of brimstone whenever it is possible. 
There is a steady increase in domestic 
production, which would be much more 
rapid than it is were it not for the 
shortage of labor. The fields in New 
York will produce a great deal more 
next year than this unless there is 
some material change in the situation.

DRUG REPORTER 


There is no chance of any change in 
the situation as far as imported py- 
rites are concerned at this time. The 
government has extended the time for 
bringing in the portion of the 125,000 
tons agreed upon which has not yet 
heen moved, but there seems no reason 
to believe that there will be any in- 
crease in the amount allowed to be 
brought in. The situation as it exists 
to-day seems fairly satisfactory from 
the viewpoint of the government, 


BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, Oct. 17, 1918. 


The season for shipping out fertilizer mix- 
tures is about over, Some few straggling 
orders continue to come in, but the rush has 
subsided, and it now is largely a question 
of gathering up some of the joose ends, and 
in a way winding up the business. The re- 
sults in the aggregate, as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1917, must be 
regarded as quite satisfactory, when all the 
circumstances are taken into consideration. 
At the beginning of September it looked as 
though the factories might not be able to 
get out more than about 60 per cent. of the 
quantity of mixtures which was shipped in 
the fall of 1917, owing to the shortage of 
labor, which became so acute that some of 
the factories were reduced to half of their 
normal force and even resorted to the em- 
ployment of negro women. These latter, 
however, not only proved a source of ex- 
tra expense, but also were far less efficient 
than the men, so that they must be regarded 
as unprofitable, The month of September 
brought the total up to about 80 per cent., 
and a considerable proportion has _ been 
added since then, so that the movement will 
not fall so very far short of that of last 
year. It must be borne in mind, however, 
that none of the seasons since the beginning 
of the war have been at all normal, not- 
withstanding the fact that they have been 
gradually lengthened, until they cover al- 
most twice as much time. In the fall of 
1913, the last autumn season before the 
war, practically 90 or even 95 per cent. of 
the business was done in September, it is 
said, and at that the turnover was far 
larger than it is today. Only by beginning 
very early and keeping up the forwardings 
until long after the regular date, has it 
been possible to satisfy the wants of the 
buyers of mixtures even approximately. 
Had the manufacturers confined themselves 
to the old schedule they would have fallen 
much below the needs of the users of goods, 
As it is, some wants have probably gone un- 
Satisfied, although the buying kept up after 
the date which has come to be regarded as 
the limit for the planting of the winter 
crops. Mild weather has been a favorable 
factor and has encouraged operation When, 
under less advantageous circumstances they 
would have been suspended as a matter of 
necessity. The virtual termination of the 
movement in mixtures, however, has been 
too recent to be followed by much activity 
on the part of the manufacturers in sto¢king 
up with new supplies of crude materials, 
and this division of the market, therefore, 
presents an aspect of decided quiet, with 
interest none the less keen enough as far as 
developments of the near future are con- 
cerned. The absence of an urgent demand, 
however, does not seem to affect the gen- 
eral situation to the extent of causing ap- 
preciable pressure, and there is every in- 
dication that firmness in values will con- 
tinue to rule. 


FISH SCRAP.—The menhaden fleet down 
the bay continues at work, and has been 
encouraged by relatively mild temperatures 
and absence of gales to persevere. Those 
craft able to do so have gone outside, and 
have met with some results. The yield of 
fish as a whole, however, leaves much to 
tbe desired, and the additions to the avail- 
able quantities of scrap made during the 
last week have not exceeded very moderate 
proportions, The fish factories were able 
under the prevailing conditions to find ready 
takers for their product, and the output is 
virtually all in the hands of the buyers now, 
with very little left at the factories The 
quotations have remained about stationary, 
with the asking price at factory, $7.25 and 
20, and with calls enough in hand to insure 
a cleanup when the work of the boats shall 
have come to a close. That the factories 
fared poorly was by no means due to the 
returns received, but to the poor catch, 
combined with the high cost of operation. 
Work will keep up for perhaps another two 
weeks, unless a change for the worse should 
take place in the climatic conditions, but 
no important increase in the volume of scrap 
is to be looked for. 


TANKAGE.—In spite of the quiet which 
prevails in the market for tankage, a state 
of affairs due mainly to the absence of 
pressing requirements at this time, but also 
to the latest developments in the war, which 
make it certain that even more momentous 
events are impending, that may reasonably 
be expected to influence fertilizer trade con- 
ditions in a signal manner, the quotations 
remain very firm. No further marking up 
of the figures has taken place, which also 
may be attributed to the uncertainty as to 
the shaping of the European situation, with 
its possibilities for an early restoration of 
peace and at least a partial approach to the 
conditions as they existed before the war. 
The buyers seem disposed to hold back be- 
cause they see a possibility, perhaps, of 
lower prices, while the sellers take the view 
that the trade requirements will continue 
to be sufficiently large to insure high re- 
turns. At any rate, tankage is being held 
at $7.60 and 10 to $7.65 and 10, c. a. f. 
basis Baltimore, for high grade ground, 11 
and 15. stocks, Purchasers are willing 
enough to take up the output of the smaller 
producers near by, which are generally of- 
fered at concessions under the Western fig- 


ures. 
GROUND BLOOD.—Along with tankage, 
ground blood holds its own despite a pro- 
nounced lagging in the inquiry. Quotations 
are maintained at $7.50 to $7.52% c. a. f. 
basis Baltimore, which figures are to_be 
regarded as almost entirely nominal. But 
every one recognizes that it is too soon after 
the winding up of shipping season activities 
for a brisk demand to manifest itself, and 
no expectation of a free movement is en- 
tertained now. Meanwhile, the improved 
prospects of an early restoration of peace, 
with its long train of far-reaching conse- 
quences, is also taken into account; and it 
is altogether likely that little will be done 
until the outlook becomes more clearly de- 
fined. 
ACID PHOSPHATE.—Conditiong in the 
acid phosphate trade are very much like 
those that prevailed the previous week, with 
some little spot moving at fairly full prices, 
but with futures giving an indication that 
the quotations might be revised downward 
to some extent, As has been explained, this 
development cannot be regarded as a weak- 
ening in the list, but must be attributed 
rather to the elimination of the pressure 
which prevailed, while the requirements of 
the manufacturers of mixtures were in a

Camphor Planting in Florida Now 
Done in New. Way by Federal 
Advice. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 


This is the planting season at the two 
big eamphor groves in Florida—at Sat- 
suma and Green Cove Sovrings—and for 
the various nurseries specializing on cam- 
phor trees. This season, on the recom- 
memdation of the Bureau of Plant Tn- 
dustrv, the camvhor berries are being 
hulled hefore planting, as exneriments 
conducted wnder the supervision and di- 
rection of the office of drug and noison 
plant investigations of the Federal de- 
partment have shown that a much hirh- 
er rate of germination is thus secured. 
The Rureau of Plant Tndustrv has heen 
working on a machine to remove the hull 
or pulp from the camphor berry. 


Apricot Pit Price May Be Broken by 


France. 


Washington, Oct. 18, 1918. 


Chemists in the government service are 
studving how to meet the commercial 
tangle that is making the price of apri- 
cot ot] prohibitive for industrial uses, be- 
cause it costs too much to come into 
competition with cottonseed and other 
oils, The Department of Commerce, the 
Food Administration, the War Industries 
Board and other Federal offices find that 
the holding of the apricot nits for a high 
price has made it impossible for the man- 
ufacturers to produce the oil at a price 
to meet competition. They are endeavor- 
ing to break the price for the nits. espe- 
cially since the shells will not bring a 
substantial nrice for use to burn to carbon 
for gas masks. The agitation mav result 
in the government commandeering the 
nits far gas masks and setting a fair 
price for the kernels to be crushed into 
oil for industrial uses,

Bleaching powder maintains its 
strong position and caustic soda, while 
quieter than heretofore, is still well 
maintained in price owing to the fact 
that there is but little pressure of of- 
fers from second hands, who have but 
gmall quantities available, and re hold- 
ing such for higher prices generally. 
Producers are not offering, being sold 
up or committed largely to the gov- 
ernment. Soda ash is showing a heavy 
movement for export, and the sale of 
100 tons at a Middle-West point was 
reported during the week at 
$340 a hundred. Much of the current 
export demand is for Japanese ac- 
count. There is also a good domestic 
call and offerings as a whole are light. 
Many of the so-called specialties are 
scarce and tightly held at recently 
noted levels. Sulphide of soda is in 
the nominal class and the same is true 
to a lesser extent of the silicate ma- 
terial.

COPPERAS.—No change is reported 
in the market for green vitriol or cop- 
peras, and the undertone remafns 
steady, with business fairly active for 
the small stocks available. Leading 
producers are asking on the basis of 
2@2%c. per pound for prompt ship- 
ments. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—One of the 
large producers of this material con- 
tinues to name 30c. per pound mini- 
mum for large shipments, f. o. b. 
works, but the offers heard in the local 
spot market are still quoted at 40@42c. 
per pound and are rather restricted in 
quantity. Demand is fair, but there is 
little of feature to the situation at this 
writing. 

FLUORIDE OF SODA.—Stocks of 
this material are not regarded as 
heavy at present, though they are 
sufficient for the small business ie- 
ported, and trading is on a steady 
level of 17@18c. per pound, according 
to quantity.

Firsthands name 
$1.40@$1.65 per hundred pounds for 
prompt shipments in barrels and kegs, 
respectively, while second hands are 
asking from 2 to 2%c. per pound for 
their small holdings. The market is 
firm throughout. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—Demand for both 
the white and gray kinds of sal am- 
moniac is strong and there are but 
small stocks to meet the current call, 
with the result that the market is 
almost entirely nominal. Prices for 
both kinds have been steadily advanc- 
ing within the last few weeks and fur- 
ther high levels were attained during 
the week. This is being accentuated 
by the fact that the government has 
for the time being at least restricted 
the use of the 99 per cent. white ma- 
terial to government work only. For 
that grade the nominal quotation heard 
in the local spot market is 27@28c. per 
pound, while the gray is named 
25144@26c. per pound. Lump sal am- 
moniac is virtually unobtainable and 
the last quotation heard for that kind 
was $2.25 per pound on the spot. 


SILICATE OF SODA.—It is still vir- 
tually impossible to obtain anything 
like large quantities of this chemical 
description owing to the sold-up posi- 
tion of producers and the restricted 
nature of holdings by second hands. 
For spot lots of the 60-degree material 
the few sellers offering are asking 7@8c. 
per pound, according to quantity and 
seller, and for the 40-degree 3c. per 
pound is named. 


SODA ASH.—Resale interests in this 
market are making only light offerings 
of soda ash on the spot, being firm in 
their views as to prices, likewise. For 
small quantities of the light 58 per 
cent. variety they are naming on a 
basis of $2.65 per hundred pounds for 
bags at store, while barrels are priced 
up to $3.50 per hundred pounds, ac- 
cording to seller and quantity. The 
sale of 100 tons of light ash in double 
bags at $3.40 per hundred pounds was 
reported during the week in the Middle 
West, and it is stated that there con- 
tinues to be a large volume of inquiry 
from export sources, chiefly Japan, 
though actual orders placed are smail 
at this writing compared with the vol- 
ume of bids for material. Contracts 
are firmly upheld for next year at 2c. 
per pound, basis 48 per cent. These are

small offers of the dense ash named at 
3%c. per pound in double bags in the 
Middle West, but local spot offers are 
named at 4c. per pound for double bags 
and barrels. Producers are asking 10c. 
per hundred pounds higher for the 
dense ash for next year’s delivery than 
for the light, basis 48 per cent. 

SULPHATE OF ALUIMINA. The 
previously noted firm position of this 
market is maintained without effort by 
producers who have but little to offer 
in most cases, while in some instances 
they are out of the market. Prompt 
shipments of the iron-free quality are 


named variously from 3% to 4%4c. per 
pound, according to quantity and sell- 
er. There are also only small quanti- 
ties of the commercial kind offered at 
2% @3lec. per pound. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—The nomi- 
nal position of this market as noted a 
week ago is unchanged and it is still 
exceedingly difficult to locate s'zeable 
quantities of either quality of the ma- 


terial on the spot or available for 
prompt shipments by producers. There 
is a steady demand noted and makers 
are unable to satisfy it. The nominal 


price asked by second hands for smail 
quantities is from 11% to 12c. per pound 
for the 60 per cent. fused kind in iron 


drums, while they want 6%,@7c. per 
pound for the 30 per cent. crystals. 
Producers, however, Name an inside 


figure of 10@10%c. per pound for the 
60 per cent. and 6@6%c. per pound for 
the 30 per cent. 

TIN OXIDE. — Nominal conditions 
and prices continue to rule this mar- 
ket and the demand has become quiet 
through inability of consumers to get 
stocks when needed. Last prices heard 


for prompt shipments were 90c. to $1 
per pound. 
ACIDS. 
With government-fixed prices pre- 


vailing in most of the individual mar- 
kets for acid descriptions and sales 
accordingly limited thereunder to es- 
sential industries, there is little 
change to note in the general market 
for acids. Throughout the list, with 
possibly one or two exceptions. a firm 
undertone is displayed based upon 
small stocks for distribution to other 
consumers who present a rather large 
volume of unsatisfied demand. Pro- 
ducers of muriatic acid reported an 
exceptionally active demand and poor 
supplies, « 


ACETIC.—Prices in this market are 
those which have been established by 
the government, and there are only 
small sales reported by second hands 
at outside figures in the spot morket. 
Second sands are asking 60@70c. per 
pound for the glacial 99-per cent. on

quantity shipments by producers. The 
other grades are priced proportion- 
ately. 


MURIATIC.—There is an active de- 
mand for all grades of muriatic acid 
and producers are finding it difficult 
to keep abreast of it, holding but small 
stocks. This is also true of second 
hands, who report a strong call also. 
While some producers are naming 
prices as based upon government price 
conditions, other sellers are naming 
higher figures, asking 2c, per pound 
for the 18-degree, 214@2\%c, for the 20- 
degree and 2%@3c. per pound for the 
22-degree on the spot. First-hand prices 
are on a basis of $1.90 per hundred 
pounds for the 18-degree and $2.05 per 
hundred for the 20-degree, with the 
22-degree at $2.55 per hundred pounds 
at works. 


NITRIC.—Some small resale lots of 
nitric acid would bring considerably 
higher prices than those fixed by the 
government for sales by producers to 
consumers were they available. Mean- 
while fixed quotations prevail for the 
bulk of the business passing and these 
are on the basis of 7%@8c. per pound 
for the 40-degree and 8%@8%c. per 
pound for the 42-degree. 


OXALIC.—Domestic producers of ox- 
alic acid are asking up to 44c per 
pound in some cases for small lots, 
but the prevailing market range seems 
to be from 40 to 42c. per pound, with 
the inside figure named generally by 
second hands for large quantities. 
Competition is still rather keen in this 
market and the undertone is unsettled 
and weak, under rather numerous of- 
fers and poor demand. 


SULPHURIC.—There is nothing new 
to report in the market for sulphuric 
acid, with fixed prices prevailing and 
all business allocated to essential con- 
sumers. There is a steady and large 
demand for the material and producers 
are still finding it all they can do to 
keep abreast of the needs of au- 
thorized consumers. Business is passing 
to those holding priority on a basis of

TANNIC.—The firmness. which has 
characterized this market for many 
weeks continues and there is little of 
change to note in the market.

spot or near by, with contracts for limited 
quantities over next year held at 3%@3%c., 
basis of 60 per cent. f. o. b. works, and pro- 
ducers are so well sould up that they may with- 





draw any moment. Ground high tests con- 
tinue held at 5.26@5.50c. in drums, f. o. b. 
works, or 6@6.50c. in barrels on spot, with very 


little offering and no anxiety to sell. 


SODA ASH—Has shown slightly less activity 
than previously noted, but a decidedly firm 
undertone and limited quantities available, for 
which second hands are asking 2.65@2.75c. for 
the light 58 per cent. in bags and 3@3.25c. for 
barrels. Contracts over next year continue 
held at 2.30@2.50c. basis of 48 per cent., f.

SAL SODA-—Is scarce, with the shortage in
